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CHARLIE SKOURAS—Greek Genius of the Theater

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 2. 


NE day back in 1930 an enter- 
(prising and persistent inde- 

pendent film salesman man- 
aged to slip past the reception desk 
on the seventh floor of the Am- 
bassador Theater building in St. 
Louls where the three Skouras 
brothers dominated their kingdom 
of downtown and neighborhood 
theaters. 

The salesman was stalking 
Charlie Skouras and he wanted to 
sell him eight reels of celluloid 
which shouldn’t happen to a dog 
and probably wouldn’t if the 
S. P. C. A. had been on the alert 
when it was filmed one rainy 
afternoon on a Hollywood Poverty 

* Row lot. 

Hearing a thumping noise in a 
room adjoining Skouras’ executive 
office, the salesman cautiously 
opened the door to investigate. The 
room turned out to be a gymna- 
sium, and the noise was occasioned 
by Charlie Skouras who was sit- 
ting on the diaphragm of Hector 
Pasmezoglu, the Greek Consul in 
St. Louis at the time. Skouras was 
holding Pasmezoglu by the ears 
and was beating his head rhyth- 
mically against the floor. 

Skourag let go of Pasmezoglu’s 
ears long enough to inquire of the 
salesman: 

“What do you want, keed?” 

“Look, Mr. Skouras,” said the 
salesman, knocking a bottle of 
rubbing alcohol off of the table in 
his enthusiasm, “I’ve been trying 
to sell you this picture for three 
months.” 

“Three months is a long time,” 
answered Skouras as he grabbed 
the perspiring Consul around the 
neck and began thumping his 
head against the floor again. “Tell 
you what I'll do, keed. I'll rassle 
you three minutes for the film, 
an’ if I don’ make you unconscious 
in that time I'll buy your picture 
and run it next week at the West 
End Lyric!” . 

With this declaration, Skouras 
lifted Pasmezoglu to his shoulders 
and began giving him what is 
known in the grunt and groan 
profession as an‘Airplane Spin. 

Without stopping 4o pick up the 
spilled bottle of alcohol, the film 
salesman made a hurried exit from 
the building and ran, not walked, 
to the nearest bistro where he con- 
sumed three quick shots of boot- 
leg bourbon. 

He had joined the club of mo- 
tion picture film salesmen who 
had become acquainted with the 
sales-resistance methods of Charlie 
Skouras, 
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T that time Charles P. Skouras, 
Air oldest of the three Skouras 

brothers, was at the apex of his 
career as a St. Louis tneater mag- 
nate. He controlled the imposing 
Ambassador theater, which rivals 
called “That Greek Candy Kitch- 
en,” and dozens of smaller neigh- 
borhood houses, plus the older but 
equally impressive Missouri and 
the New Grand Central theaters. 

Two years later he was to go 
into bankruptcy—only to recoup 
his fortunes in New York and in 
Hollywood and become the biggest 
—and undoubtedly the _  richest- 
chain theater operator in the 
country. Horatio Alger Jr. would 
have loved Charlie Skouras. He 
would have written one more book 
before he died. 

The saga of Skouras and his 
brothers, Spyros and George, be- 
gins in the small Grecian hamlet 
of Skourohorios, named after its 
founder, the great-grandfather of 
the Skouras boys. Here, until he 
was 18 years old, young Charlie 
Skouras grew up in the pleasant 
surroundings afforded by his fam- 
ily who were the most influential 
citizens of the town, not only be- 
cause the hamlet was named after 
them but because they owned the 
most elegant restaurant for miles 
around. If they had owned the 
opera house, America probably 
would have lost a great showman. 

However, there was no opera 
house in town, and growing tired 
of helping out on short orders, 
Charlie packed his bag on his 
eighteenth birthday and set out 
for America, where he had heard 
tales that a good Greek bus boy 
could make ag high as $8 a week 
in the larger hotels. 

Greeks generally are of two 
types. One is the practical type 
who doesn’t bother much with 
retrospection, while the other is 
the scholar or orator who can 
have his dreams, can’t he? Charlie 
had a little of both, but he had no 
time to develop his scholarship, so 
he became utterly practical. 
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E went through the usual] im- 

migrant routine in New York 

—washing dishes, shining shoes, 
selling papers—until he heard that 
there was a place out West called 
St. Louis where there were enough 
restaurants and hotels to keep 
every Greek in the country in 
comparative luxury. So, late in 
1908, Charlie came to St. Louis and 
got a job downtown as a bus boy 
in a small restaurant which has 
long since gone the way of con- 
demned buildings. 

A year later Charlie had gradu- 
ated to a bartender’s job and had 
enough money in the bank to send 
for his younger brothers who had 
remained in Greece. They joined 


_him in a mutual program of work- 


ing and saving. By 1914, at the 
start of the World War, they had 
$3500 in the bank and agreed to in- 
vest it together in show business. 

Accordingly, one afternoon in

the winter of 1914, Charlie made 
up a final batch of Manhattan 
cocktails at the Hotel Jefferson 
bar, dispatched them via the 
waiter to some gentlemen of the 
press who were getting out their 
paper at the other end of the 
room, hung up his apron and ab- 
ruptly left the hotel business. 

He was in the show business at 
10 o’clock the next morning. With 
Spyros and George he bought the 
Olympic Theater on Market street 
for the $3500. 
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F you think a Chinese family 
| can run a restaurant and keep the 

business in the family—you 
should know the Greeks. Charlie 
appointed himself manager of the 
Olympic and took charge of the 
single projection machine upstairs 
which he cranked by hand most of 
the time due to a faulty motor. 
George was assistant-manager and 
took tickets at the door, while 
Sypros sold the tickets and per- 
formed the general janitorial du- 
ties. Running from post to post 
during an evening’s performance, 
Greek met Greek all over the 
place. 

The wrestling era for Charlie 
also began at this time. .Purchas- 
ing a second hand mat from a 
local gymnasium, Charlie “worked 
out” in the mornings before open- 
ing time. Charlie still boasts that 
he never needed a bouncer in any 
of his early theaters. In the years 
following he has never been with- 
out a room near his office which 
has been fixed up as an impromptu 
wrestling arena, and favored em- 
ployes throughout the years have 
been those who could last more

Within six months the brothers 
had enough money to purchase the 
West End Lyric, another better 
class house which had hit the 
cinematic doldrums due to poor 
management. The Skouras method 
of family management put it back 
on its feet. Each brother now 
managed a house. George the 
Olympic, Spyros the Pageant and 
Charlie the new temple of the art 
on Delmar near Taylor.

Culinary Dabbler 
Favorite Foods of

OULD it be the fact that I like to cook and, incidentally, 
to eat which prompted the editor's recent description 
of your columnist as a “stoutish” individual? I’m not a 
Jover of the flesh-pots, exactly, but certainly savor good food 
and delight to dabble in the 

culinary arts. At home this 

is a hobby, pure and simple. 

But often, as when fishing in 

the Ozarks, it turns out to be 

a valuable defensive meas- 

ure against indigestion. Too 

many camp cooks have a 

tendency to scramble their 


fish and turn out flapjacks | 


which lie like lead on the 
tummy. Also there’s induce- 
ment in the time honored 
custom that he who cooks 
in camp doesn’t have to wash 
the dishes. Good food, or at 
least, good cooking is a 
whole lot scarcer in this 
world than it ought to be. 
One reason ig that we don’t 
give ourselves enough leisure 
to cook and eat properly. 
We rush like mad from 
morning until night and de- 
pend upon cans and res- 
taurants for bodily sustenance. Another reason is that a really 
good cook is considerably rarer than the proverbial day in June. 
Cooking, after all, is a gift—like the “green thumb” of the 
natural born gardener. It’s the “few swift strokes,” the “pinch 
of this and dab of that,” which marks the artist of the mixing 
bow! and the bake oven. As for eating, the circumstances have 
much to do with the enjoyment—candle-light and companionship 
and conservation. I am sure that if I had often to eat alone, 
I'd soon be thin as a hickory shad, for all the fun of eating

you roll out at daybreak with a ravenous appetite. You grease 
a big skillet and get it sizzling hot over a good cooking fire, 
then fill it to the brim with corned beef hash. This is cooked 
until it has a thick brown crust on top and bottom.. Into the 
top of each heaping helping you nestle two -perfectly poached 
eggs, flanked with strips of well crisped bacon. Preceded by 
fce-cold tomato juice and accompanied by plenty of hot buttered 
toast and coffee boiled until it’s “right stout”—here is a break- 
fast to keep a man well nourished and lend extra power to the 
canoe paddle as you push downstream during the long forenoon. 
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Then there is that wonderful season which comes 
toward the end of June, when the asparagus and strawber- 
ries overlap. Given that unlimited quantity of the former 
which comes from possessing One’s own asparagus bed, 
plenty of melted butter, a bowl of cottage cheese, a loaf of 
salt-rising bread and an unlimited supply of strawberries 
and cream—and I can always make out a simple supper. 
Or, if the larder seems badly depleted, one can whip up a 
batch of creamy waffles to cook in the fireplace waffle 
fron. Back in the good old days, we used to dunk them into 
a crock of melted butter on the hearth—but, alas, no more! 
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@ I THINK OUR FAVORITE MEAL the year round, out 
here at Possum Trot, is Sunday morning breakfast. It is, after 
all, a leisurely meal; a meal into which you can, if the spirit 
moves you, put a bit of extra time and ¢ffort. It can be as 
simple or elaborate as you wish. Sometimes it may be no more 
than paper thin French pancakes, cooked on the electric 
griddle at the breakfast table and rolled up with butter and 
powdered sugar and cherry preserves. Or again it may be 
feather-light muffins with strawberry jam and a generous plat- 
ter of scrambled eggs. Occasionally, as this morning, it consists 
of broiled quail served on buttered toast, with wild grape jelly. 
And still another rib-warming breakfast, when you're starting 
out for a day’s bird shooting, can be concocted from well-done 
country sausage cakes with hominy grits and fried apples.

WHEN WE CAME OUT to Possum Trot, one of the first 
projects was an outdoor fireplace, The stonework is more than 
rustic, for it was my first job of masonry. But it is a beautiful 
spot, well tucked into the wooded hillside beneath a towering 
sugar maple. And then we built another little fireplace for out- 
door cooking, on the terrace right beside our door and not much 
farther from the mint bed. It is so handy to the base of sup- 
plies that most of our picnics have gravitated to the terrace.

beating up chicken gravy and broiling in butter the big 
half peaches which are the piece de resistance of the meal. 


That's a breakfast which makes it a pleasure to loaf on the 
terrace, talking and sipping sherry, for the balance of the 


morning. 
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@ I SUPPOSE ONE REASON WE ENJOY cooking and eat- 
ing is that most of the raw materials were produced right here 
at home. The cow, it’s true, is still in the offing because the 
war came along before we'd built our barn. But chickens and 
eggs and honey and tomato juice and vegetables and frozen 
fruits from our locker and jellies, jams and preserves are 
still products of Possum Trot, No wonder they taste so good!

Despite War, Enough Tenors Are Left to Do Right by ‘Dear Old Girl’

E’VE had reports on how 
Win war has affected every- 

thing from girdles to gup- 
pies but nothing, so far as we 
know, has been said about the 
effect of the war on barber 
shop harmony. Feeling that 
here was a matter that would 
bear looking into, we attended 


a bi-monthly meeting the other ° 


night of the S. P. E. B. 8S. Q. S. 
A. which, as even the youngest 
of you should know by now, 
stand roughly for the Society 
for the Preservation and En- 
couragement of Barber Shop 
Quartet Singing in America. 

We're happy to report that de- 
Spite the fact that some 50 
members of the organization 
are now in the armed forces 
(getting up quartets, no doubt) 
there are still enough tenors, 
basses and leads kicking around 
to do right by “Dear Old Girl” 
and there is every evidence that 
the society will come through 
the war unscathed. 
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There are about 150 members 
left in St. Louis, we learned 
from the president, Milton Mur- 
ray (tenor) and each meeting is 
attended by anywhere from 50 
to a 100 ardent vocalists.

z ONTRARY to almost uni- 
es C versal belief, “Christ” is not 
e the surname of Jesus, nor, 
= in the strictest sense, is it a 
proper name at all. “Christ” is 
from the Greek Christos, “the 
anointed,” and the title orig- 
inally designated the Messiah of 
the ancient Jewish prophecies 
(see Daniel 9:25). Although 
“Christ” does not appear in the 
Old Testament, the coming of a 
Christ (The Lord’s Anointed) 
was clearly prophesied in Isaiah 
9:6: “For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given, 
and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder, and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The Mighty God, 
The Everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.” 
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Indeed, when John the Bap- 
tist was at the Jordan, the 
priests and Levites came from 
Jerusalem to ask, “Who art 
thou?” for they believed him 
to be the long expected Mes- 
siah. But John answered, “I 
am not the Christ.” 
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IN THE TIME OF JESUS, 
few men had second names, and 
family or surnames were alto-

Second names, 
if used at all, were merely de- 
scriptive and served only to dis- 
tinguish the many Johns, Mat- 
thews, Josephs from one an- 
other, as Joshua son of Nun, Si- 
mon calléd Peter, Judas Iscari- 
ot (man of Kerioth). So far as 
actual surnames are concerned, 
they are but 900 years old. 


In the Middle Ages, second 
names began to occur more fre- 
quently, but they were still de- 
acriptive of the individual and 
had no family significance, as 
William the Conqueror, Richard 
the Lionhearted, Louis le Gros 
(the Fat). Henry of the strong 
arms became known as Henry 
Armstrong; little John became 
John Little; dark complexioned 
William took the name of Wil- 
liam Black. 
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Some names were patro- 
nymics: John’s son William 
became William Johnson. 
But William’s son Jack did 
‘not take the surname of 
Johnson—Instead, he was 
known as Jack Williamson, 
and his son David was called 
David Jackson, and s0 on, 
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LITERALLY, JESUS re 
ceived his only true name from 
the angel of the Lord who ap- 
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but as soon as their glasses 
were filled, they divided up into 
little groups again, singing. 
They spent the entire intermis- 
sion singing. When the meet- 
ing started again, Murray began 
putting together quartets at 
random, 
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The first group sang “I Wanta 
Girl Just Like the Girl Etc.,” 
and another quartet sang, “Meet 
Me Tonight in Dreamland” and 
“In the Evening by the Moon- 
light.”

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SCORES OF SUCH “place” 
names are found today: the 
German “von,” as in von Rib- 
bentrop, the French “de,” as 
in de Gaulle, the English “son,” 
as in Johnson, the Scotch Gaelic 
and Irish “Mac,” as in Mac- 
Donald, McClure, the Irish “O,” 
as in O’Malley, the Italian “-ini,” 
as in Mussolini, the Slavic 
“vich,” as in Maximovich, all 
have the meaning of “from or 
of the region, clan, or family 
of.” 


Thus “Jesus of Nazareth” is 
much more properly a _ full 
name, in the present day sense, 
than either “Jesus Christ” or 
“Christ Jesus.”

The Impressionable Teens

ASE B-221: Clark D., aged 14, 
C is a high school boy who is a 

member of the R. O. T. C. Ap- 
parently he had been associating 
with a crowd of boys who were 
boisterous and somewhat rowdy. 

“The police called this after- 
noon,” his mother spoke accusing- 
ly. “They said you and some of 
the other boys had broken several 
windows.” , 

Then she probably scolded him 
as a normal mother might, saying 
she would tell his father that night. 
Maybe she made him feel that he 
was a criminal and bringing shame 
to their good family name. I don't 
know all the details of their dis- 
cussion. 
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Clark turned away from his 
mother and went into his room. 
He took his rifle and shot him- 
self through the middle of the 
forehead. His heartbroken parents 
immediately had him taken to the 
hospital, where I was informed his 
temperature yesterday reached 
107.4 degrees. He will probably 
die. 

Any adult with insight and psy- 
chological understanding, cannot 
help but feel sorry for Clark’s par- 
ents. And if you have youngsters 
of your own, this case will bring 
a lump to your breast, 
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This isn’t the first time such a 
youngster has attempted suicide. 
I know of at least three, all aged 
14. Why do you suppose he did it? 
Your guess is probably as good as 
mine, since I know nothing more 
of the domestic situation than I 
have outlined above. 

Boys and girls are idealistic and 
impressionable during the teens. 
Their emotions then seem to reach 
higher peaks both of ecstasy and 


shame than during their later 
adult life. 

Perhaps that is due to their more 
limited perspective and social ex- 
perience. They want to attain 
greatness and seem to go through 
a period of hero-worship. They 
can begome saints or devils if they 
have the proper motivation and 


guidance, 
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Sometimes parents become so 
greatly anamoured of their sur- 
mame or family tree that they 
make their youngsters feel it is 
a lifelong disgrace to receive a 
ticket for parking too long in a 
restricted parking district. I don’t 
mean that we should ever en- 
courage lawlessness or violation of 
basic legal codes, 

But we should give our chil- 
dren enough psychological ballast 
and assurance of our love, so they 
will not resort to desperate ex- 
tremities when they make occa- 
sional mistakes,

CHICAGO, Dec. 24. 


OR more than a year, Chicago 
F potice and investigators have 

been working on an unsolved 
murder case, a fascinating and ab- 
sorbing “Whodunit” which incorpo- 
rates all the ingredients of 4 stand- 
ard detective thriller. The mur- 
der wag committed in a fashion- 
able suburban neighborhood, with 
the most substantial clew a blood- 
stained handkerchief. The chase 
has led to half a dozen principal 


cities and the suspects number. 


social leaders, jewel thieves and 
rhumba dancers, 

Last week end a new chapter to 
the mystery was written when one 
of the suspects was murdered, a 
development which may or may 
not be significant, since there are 
still 300 suspects reenaining and ex- 
amination of all of them has led, 
thus far, only to blind alleys. 

The mystery began Oct. 22, 1942, 
when Mrs. Lillian Galvin, wife of 
Paul Galvin, wealthy radio manu- 
facturer, and her maid, Edna Si- 
bilski, were found dead in the liv- 
ing room of the Galvin home, 3058 
Normandy place, Evanston. Gal- 
vin was in Washington, D. C. at 
the time, at his job as a $l-a-year 
man for the War Production 
Board, and their son, Robert, 20, 
was at school. . 

As closely as the crime can be 
reconstructed, the murderer en- 
tered tht Galvin home some time 
between 10:45 and 11:30 a. m., en- 
countered the maid in the living 
room and knocked her unconscious, 
then went upstairs and forced Mrs. 
Galvin at the point of a gun to 
give him her jewels... He then made 
Mrs. Galvin go downstairs with 
him to the living room. When Mrs. 
Galvin tried to go to the maid’s 
rescue, she was shot in the back 
and the maid in the heart. Both

Because both of the women had 
been brutally and unnecessarily 
beaten as well as shot, it was at 
first believed that robbery was not 
the sole motive, although $28,000 
worth of jewels and $3350 worth of 
furs were missing. Galvin himself 
was at a loss to explain why rob- 
bery would have led to the murder. 


“I told my wife many times 
never to resist a haldup,” he said. 
“Mrs. Galvin and I were held up 
and robbed in 1940 and on that oc- 
casion she was much calmer than 
I was. I just can’t understand why 
anyone would kill her when she 
would readily hand over her 
jewels.” 


In the ensuing 14 months an in- 
tensive search has been made by 
State’s Attorney’s investigators, 
the Evanston police, and the Hart- 
ford Fire Insurance Company, 
without success. In the Wrigley 
Building office of the insurance 
company, Albert J. Lane, plump, 
white-haired investigator for the 
company, has a thick sheaf of 
legal-size paper, the history of the 
case, and a book containing pho- 
tostatic copies of evidence, pic- 
tures of the stolen goods, pictures 
of the victims, floor plans of the 
house, plans of the surrounding 
grounds, and a summary chart 
which resembles a _ genealogical 


record,

NDER its main headings of 

Home, Mr. Galvin, Robert, and 

Maid, are subheadings with de- 
tailed information about Neigh- 
bors, Tradesmen, Employes, Social 
Acquaintances, Cars—those seen in 
the neighborhood that day, and 
Evidence, indicating that no possi- 
bilities have been overlooked. By 
January, 1943, 150 witnesses were 
examined. To date they number 
300, of which 125 have been given 
the lie-detector test. 

It might seem puzzling to the 
amateur sleuth that no neighbors 
were around to witness anyone en- 
tering the house or to hear the 


shots, but the investigators can ex-. 


plain that easily. 


“It’s a peculiar neighborhood,” 
Lane said. “You could shoot a 
cannon down the street al] day 
long and never hit anyone. It’s a 
perfect place for a murder. We 
stationed men at various spots in 
the neighborhood and fired 15 
shots from different calibre guna. 
Only two of them were heard, and 
they would probably not have been 
heard by any one but trained 
listeners. The movies have ruined 
the public’s concept of a shot any- 
way. An actual shot sounds like 
a whip but they’ve given it an 
entirely different sound, 


“There was one witness stand- 
ing right here,” he indicated the

INCE the immediate family 
were ruled out as suspects al- 
most from the beginning and 
no one could supply a personal mo- 
tive for Mrs. Galvin’s murder, in- 
vestigation has proceeded under 
the premise that robbery was the 
chief motive. A glance at the 
amazing list of articles stolen would 
indicate that robbery would, in- 
deed, have been a tempting motive, 
The insurance company’s circu- 
lar offering $15,000 reward for in- 
formation leading to the capture 
of the murderer, lists under jew- 
elry stolen: a pink gold ring watch, 
a 17-jewel Tavannes make, recov- 
ery of which might lead to the 
arrest of the criminal because 
there are so few Tavannes

ESIDES jewelry, five fur coats 

were stolen. Here again the 

amateur sleuth might wonder 
how anyone could walk out unseen 
with that much fur, but investi- 
gators bundled up five similar 
coats and proved that they could 
be stuffed into two pillow slips. 


“Usually on a jewel job they 
don’t take furs,” Lane said, “but 
this was an unusual case and they 
could have done almost anything. 


“Another unusual thing,” he add- 
ed with professional detachment, 
“is the fact that there was no 
blood on the furniture, molding or 
doors, with the exception of the 
door leading to the basement, right 
under the doorknob where it was 
impossible to get a print from it. 
This was probably made when the 
murderer locked the dog in the 
basement; the dog was usually al- 
lowed the run of the house but 
the boy found him there when he 
came home.” 


Three substantial pieces of evi- 
dence are a letter, a purse, and a 
handkerchief. The letter was an 
unopened one, found in the maid’s 
hand, and it was from a friend of 
the Galvins in St. Louis. The St. 
Louisans, investigation developed, 
had spent several days in Chicago, 
and the woman had gone to lunch- 
eon and on shopping tours with 
Mrs. Galvin, and Mrs. Galvin had 
taken her on a tour of Galvin’s 
plant. In return, the St. Louis 
friends gave a dinner at their ho- 
tel for the Galvins before they re- 
turned home on Friday. The fol- 
lowing Tuesday the friend wrote 
a thank-you note, delivered by the 
postman at 10:30 a. m.

the Galvins deposited $15 each 
Monday for weekly expenses. Af- 
ter the murder only one of the 
many kitchen cabinets was open, 
the one containing the purse 
which was empty. This could be 
taken to mean that the murderer 
was familiar with the house and 
knew where the purse was kept, 
but on the other hand it would 
seem odd that anyone bent on 
stealing $32,000 in jewels and furs 
would bother with $15. It might 
also mean that the murderer en- 
tered from the back door instead 
of\the front. 


Or the empty purse might have 
no meaning at all. There may 
not have been any household 
money left by Thursday, current 
expenses being what they are. 

This October, a year after the 
murder, another piece of evidence 
turned up, arousing public interest 
all over again. This was a blood~ 
stained linen handkerchief with 
the embroidered initial “B,” found 
in a vacant lot 200 feet from the 
Galvin residence. At the same 
time, investigators announced that 
they had determined that the car 
used by the murder was a model 
A Ford sedan, 1930 or 31 make, 
painted maroon with black fend- 
ers. A list of 19,000 Model A 
Fords in Illinois was compiled for 


checking, 
T nesses involved numerous 

wealthy and prominent per- 
sons, as well as jewelry “fences,” 
professional burglars, and one of 
the convicts who escaped Joliet 
prison with Roger Touhy. The in- 
vestigators are hopeful that a 
quarrel within a gang might lead 
to a clew, such as the recent anony- 
mous letter telling them about a 
man who had a large diamond sim- 
llar to one atolen at the Galvin 
home. They traced the man and 
the ring but found that it was the 
wrong ring. 

One of the underworld suspects 
was forcibly and mysteriously 
eliminated on Friday night, Dec. 
17, when Edward Rogers, 36-year- 
old jewel-theft specialist, known as 
English Eddie, because of his Bri- 
tish accent, was murdered in his 
North Side Chicago apartment, but 
whether or not this had anything 
to do with the Galvin case is not 
known. 

Besides members of the under- 
world, a pair of South American 
dancers who met Mrs. Galvin in 
Florida and later started a danc- 
ing school in Chicago which she 
attended, were questioned. Friends 
and family of the maid, Edna Si- 
bilski, were also’ investigated, 
though it is believed that the maid 
was an accidental victim and that 
the murderer had not expected to 
find her there, since Thursday was 
normally her day off. She had 
worked that day only so that she 
could get off on Saturday to go to 
her sister’s wedding. 

There is also a possibility, inves- 
tigators believe, that the persons 
who robbed the Galvins in 1940 
were implicated. That a jewel- 
theft gang is involved is fairly 
sure, and Lane and the other in- 
vestigators, Chief of Police Carl 
Ekman, Sgt. Henry W. Engstrom 
and Detective Marcus May of the 
Evanston police force, think the 
case may be solved when the mur- 
derer is picked up on another 
“job.” 

“A case like this is never closed,” 
Lane says. “And it's such a big 
case that no one man or group of 
men will solve it single handed, It's 
going to be solved by the co-opera- 
tion of all the investigating agen- 
cies.” 

In spite of their 14 months of 
fruitless effort, the investigators 
believe the Galvin murder mystery 
will be solved. Meanwhile amateur 
sleuths may compete for the $15,000 
reward,

This 
sauce is the result of mixing to- 
gether half a cup of chili sauce, 
one cup of catsup, one tablespoon 
vinegar, a teaspoon worcestershire 
sauce, one teaspoonful grated 
horseradish, juice of a lemon and 
a few drops of tabasco sauce. The

VENISON STFAKS are cut 
about an inch ig thickness. Then 
dip into a bowl] in which the fol- 
lowing mixture ‘s ready and wait- 
ing: One pint of olive oil, to be 
found at any cost. Into the oil 
stir grated onions—a teacup full. 
Mix well. Each steak must be well 
moistened with this dressing. Then 
broil quickly in a very hot broiler. 
A little basting with some of the 
oi] dressing will help. When one 
‘side is well browned, turn over 
and cook the other side—but do 
not over cook. 

The finest present day puree of 
peas comes from opening a can 
or two of condensed pea soup and 
merely warming thoroughly, gar- 
nishing with a slice or two of 
crisp, crumbled bacon. This dish 
will do tn place of the proverbial 
chestnut puree with venison, 
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Cottage fried potatoes are raw 
potatoes, peeled and sliced an 
eighth of an inch thick and 
fried to a rich brown in bacon 
drippings. Salt last—after the 
potatoes have been removed from 
the pan and placed on brown 
paper to drain. 
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AND NOW FOR THE Coupe St. 
Jacques: Hunt up champagne 
glasses, the broad type, and with- 
out hollow stems. If not to be 
found, use any serving dish which 
has a broad bow! shape—like such 
a champagne glass. 

In the bottom of each glass, to 
a depth of about half to three- 
quarters of an inch, place a layer 
of mixed chopped fruits—apples, 
pineapple, pear, canned peach, a 
few maraschino cherries, small 
white grapes or cut tokay grapes 
and so on. 
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Add to this a tablespoonful or 
so of peach cordial or similar or, 
in lieu of a cordial, a touch of 
grenadine or raspberry syrup. 
Over this, press vanilla ice 
cream and smooth it down to 
just the level of the top of the 
glass. 
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DECORATE THE SURFACE 
with marshmallow, whipped cream, 
chopped nuts, maraschino cherries 
or what ever is presently to be 
had. 

“Mocha,” by the way, is the 
“two-bit’” name for black coffee. 
It looks exotic on a printed menu. 
Whether this “mocha” is worth 
drinking or not depends upon the 
brand and the amount of coffee 
used by the individual who cooks 
it up. 
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DISH OF THE DAY: Once upon 
atime I knewarespectable married 
couple who now and then engaged 
in battle.

Spareribs With Hot Slaw 


‘By Meta Given 


OOKS who see to it that their 
C cabbage salads are made from 

clean crisp fairly fine shredded 
cabbage, and then combine it im- 
mediately with fresh fragrant 
pungent salad dressing, can rest 
assured of pleasing most Amer- 
icans, no matter what their back- 
grounds may be. But so many 
cooks fail in starting off with the 
right kind of cabbage. The reason 
is that entirely too much cabbage 
is bought at one time and facilities 
are not adequate for preserving 
crispness and color. 

Trying to soak wilted discolored 
cabbage in cold water to restore it 
for salad use ig to begin with ma- 
terial that has lost its vitamins 
and flavor. It is waste of material, 
effort, and time, and even marinat- 
ing in a hot dressing like that 
suggested here won’t produce a 
good product, 


Spare Ribs With Hot Slaw. 

Two and one-half pound rack 
spare ribs, four teaspoons salt, 
four tablespoons bacon drippings, 
one quart boiling water. 

Wipe rack of ribs with a damp 
cloth. Salt and cut into four serv- 
ing portions, brown in a skillet 


in hot drippings on each side. Re- 
move meat to a stew kettle, add 
boiling water and simmer for 
three hours or until meat is ten- 
der and bones pull out easily. (If 
boiled potatoes are served, cook 
them the last half-hour with the 
spare ribs.)

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Business of Music

EW YORK is to professional 
music what Kansas City is to 
beef or St. Louis to shoes. It 
fis the place where the product is 
processed and sampled and, in gen- 
eral, made ready for the national 
market. New York also consumes 
a vast quantity of music as well. 
So naturally it abounds with news 
and gossip of personalities, proj- 
ects and prices, much of which 
never reaches the public through 
direct channels of information. 
Anybody connected with the mu- 
sical life of the big city, whether 
as artist, entrepreneur or chron- 
icler, knows that what goes on be- 
hind the facade of opera and con- 
cert is as important to the institu- 
tion of music as its purely artistic 
side. Indeed the business, the eco- 
nomic and the personal stresses 
and strains of the musical life 
have a vitally determining influ- 
ence on the artistic end product. 
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TT IS UNLIKELY that many 
musicians adopt that profession as 
@ means of getting rich, but they 
all have to make money and most 
of them try to make as much as 
possible. In a recently published 
book, called “Music on My Beat” 
(Simon and Schuster), Howard 
ace the music editor of the 

ew York Times, presents many 
interesting facts and figures deal- 
ing with the business of music. In 
general, he points out it is like 
any other business in that a few 
persons make fortunes and most 
of the others make a living if that. 

The largest earnings are not al- 
ways in direct proportion to the 
quality of the talent. Nelson Eddy, 
for instance, has the largest in- 
come of any singer appearing be- 
fore the public. He receives as 
much as $5000 for a radio appear- 
ance and his recitals net him al- 
most as much. But no one, not 
even Mr. Eddy, would contend that 
he is the artistic peer of, let us 
say, Ezio Pinza. 
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Other big money-makers in 
the concert and opera field are 
Grace Moore, Lily Pons, Gladys 
Swarthout, Lawrence Tibbett, 
John Charles Thomas, Marion 
Anderson. Most of the highly 
paid singing stars are connected 
with the Metropolitan Opera, but 
one infers that this connection 
is valued as much for its prestige 
as for its direct returns. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Taubman, the top 
price at the Metropolitan since 
the depression has been $1000 a 
performance. In the golden age 
of opera at the Met, Caruso was 
paid $2500 a performance and 
others almost as much. For a 
limited engagement, Chaliapin 
received $3000 a performance. 
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THREE OR FOUR PIANISTS 
and as many violinists make 
$100,000 or more a year in a good 
year. Mr. Taubman lists Vliadimir 
Horowitz as the dominant box-of- 
fice figure among pianists in re- 
cent years, although his earnings 
per concert have never been great- 
er than those of the late Serge 
Rachmaninoff. In the former’s 
season in America, when he made 
a triumphant debut, he earned $500 
a recital. “The fee went up to 
$1000 a date for the second year,” 
says Mr. Taubman, “and to $1500 
in the third, when he had a tour 
of 100 engagements. That repre- 
sents a healthy income for a man 
of 26, but Horowitz was paying 20 
per cent to a manager with whom 
he had signed up in Europe and 
another 20 per cent to his Amer- 
ican manager. 

“In time he sloughed off the 
European manager, reduced the 
mumber of appearances, increased 
his fee and emerged with a higher 
net income. He has deliberately 
confined his season to three or 
four months a year and will not 
accept engagements on consecutvie 
days. Generaly he has averaged 
about two recitals a week for he 
has declined to be rushed. But his 
fee has gone up to $2000 for an 
appearance with orchestra and 
$3000 and more for a recital.” 
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Among the violinists, Kreisler, 
Heifetz and Menuhin are the 
three leaders in drawing power. 
.Each averages about $2500 an 
engagement. A few conductors 
also make fortunes and some 
10 or 15 earn as much as $25,000 
a year. Mr. Taubman says that 
Koussevitsky has been paid as 
high as $75,000 a year by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra; 
that Eugene Ormandy has earned 
about $50,000 a year from the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and that 
Toscanini received $4000 net 
from the NBC orchestra for each 
concert. His contract required 
that the National Broadcasting 
Company pay his income tax 
and other expenses. The great-’ 
est money maker of all the con- 
ductors is Leopold Stokowskl, 
for his activities extend to radio, 
records and movies as well as 
to the concert field.

- They Keep the Theater 
Lit for Fun and Glory

ECAUSE three other plays were being rehearsed in the other 
B available places in the building, this particular pldy was being 
rehearsed in the building office. The building office is about 
the size of a telephone booth with a toothache. The young man 
playing the part of the doctor was 
therefore having a little trouble with 
his voice. “Throw the blame thing 
out,” the director, Valerie Brinkman, 
was saying, “wind it up and throw it 
way out.” The young man wound up 
and let loose. “See what I mean?” 
he said, after everybody got through 
shaking from the reverberations, “it 
scares me to throw it out. There isn’t 
enough space here for a voice to 
travel. I throw it out and it bounces 
right back. It bounces back faster 
than I throw it out.” 
The director, chic and feminine in 
was TAD N. * an orange hat with a feather stuck in 
wan © —_— it, but looking all the same very much 
like a director with a cigarette tipped cocky and hardboiled-like at 
an angle in her mouth, thought it over. 
“Well,” she said, “does it bite when it bounces back?” 
“Well, no, it doesn’t exactly bite.” 
“Well, then, what’s the problem. Throw it out.” 
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“WHAT’S THE PROBLEM?” is the nice healthy casual yet 
hardworking way in which the Experimental Group of the Little 
Theater, recently organized and getting ready for its first show, 
seems to go about most of its business. 

“For instance,” Ralph Cook, another play-director, said, 
“take this rehearsal we're looking at, ‘Birthday of the Infanta.’ 
The play calls for so many men and so many women. We 
can't get the men. But why worry? Why are we the 
Experimental Theater? So we just underline an essential fan- 
tastic quality in the play by having Pat Goggin over there play 
the lad.” You stand with Cook and watch Miss Goggin, fourteenish 
but pretty good nevertheless, playing the lad. No attempt’s been 
made to disguise the fact that the character's going to be a girl, 
even though a boy was intended. But it doesn’t seem to hurt. 

And take the “problems” of Bill Murdoch, another director. 
“T’'ve got an actor, the draft board doesn’t know what to do with 
him. He and I, we say goodby, Happy New Year, every time we 
part.” So Bill put an understudy to work. “Pretty good, no? 
Here's this maybe-after-a-while soldier in his first stage role, and 
already rates an understudy.” Winnie Lane’s the set builder on 
“Hello, Out There,” the play Murdoch’s directing. She has to build 
a cell that Frank Peschka can be comfortable in until when the 
plot calls for the lynchers to come and get him. Winnie’s also in 
the play, acting Frank’s girl friend. “That’s MY chief problem, 
to reconcile building a cell I'm supposed to want to tear down.” 
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ALL THEIR SPARE TIME is given to the theater—acting, 
directing, building props, lighting, etc. and why do they do it 
is one question. “My husband’s overseas,”’ says Valerie, who 
works days selling ladies’ wear, “directing and acting is one 
way to both keep up your own morale and the home front’s, 
After the war, it’s back to my kitchen.” A number of the girls 
in the theater, asked that question, made that sort of answer. 
“You're a pretty good actress,” Valerie is told, “would you try 
for stage work after the war if you got a really great profes- 
sional offer?” “It would have to be quite great.” 

Cook’s a chemical engineer during the day. He too’s a good 
actor, a veteran of a number of years on the stage. “No, I'd 
stick to my job no matter what kind of a professional offer I 
got. Acting’s my after-dark recreation. If I took it up for a 
livelihood, what would I do for recreation?” 
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IT IS AS CLOSE TO PURE love as people ever get that 
keeps these and a number of other people in the Experimental 
Group of the Little Theater on the stage, according to Gordon 
Sommers, director of the Little Theater and mentor of a sort of 
the Experimenters. “They love the glitter and the make-believe, 
and they're disinterested enough to want to do good work, These 
three one-act plays the Group’s putting on Jan. 2 is for them- 
-selves, for instance. Whether the public likes them or not is 
beside the point. The point is, they’re fooling around with the 
stage to see what makes it tick.” 

rck = 

EMPHASIS IN THESE FIRST one-act plays will be on char- 
acterizations and bringing new people to the attention of the 
Little Theater. The next set of plays will feature new play- 
wrights. And so on. Nothing's too set. “Let’s try everything, 
see what works out” is the attitude. “Years ago we had a sort 
of experimental group in the Theater,” Sommers recalls, “but 
it died. We used to conduct an open forum between stage and 
audience after the shows. But a bunch of wise guys in the 
audience took up the sport of heckling.” 

After rehearsals the group adjourns to a restaurant for big 
sandwiches, many coffees, and big long talk. The reporter went 
with them last time. The group argued, kidded, laughed togeth- 
er, had a great time. “You certainly all get along fine,” it was 
observed. “No temperament. Nothing.” Sommers, benign look- 
ing and roundish, laughed. “Wait till after the show when we 
go down into the Crypt to talk it over, We'll give each other hell.”

AKE St. Louis back to 1910, when it was the fourth largest city 
in the United States and the automobile still was getting the 
horselaugh from the horse-and-buggy drivers and thinkers, 


It bears a remarkably interesting analogy to present-day St. Louis, 
now the eighth city, as the transportation world awaits the postwar 


maturity of aviation, 

Prewar aviation represented only 
the adolescence of the newest 
member of the transportation dy- 
nasty—a family that has played so 
many tricks on society since it was 
founded on invention of the wheel. 
Meanwhile, nurtured by unlimited 
financial] resources for exhaustive 
research prescribed by military ne- 
cessity, its sinews battle-tested, avi- 
ation appears destined to a quick 
postwar growth to maturity. 


Back in 1910 there yet was no 
occasion to regret, or even to re- 
member that seven years before 
Henry Ford had come to St. Louis 
in an unsuccessful effort to inter- 
est local capital in establishing his 
automobile plant here and had gone 
on to Detroit, then the eighth city, 
now the fourth. It wasn’t until 
1911 that the first Ford agency 
was established in St. Louis. 


And, although there were some 
4500 automobiles here, the predic- 
tion that there would be 30,000 
“some day” drew many an expres- 
sion of indignant skepticism from 
the over-40 age group that drove 
through the narrow streets on a 
Sunday afternoon in dobbin-pow- 
ered surreys with’a 5-mile-an-hour 
cruising speed. 


Vast Changes in 30 Years. 


It took only 10 years to double 
the “some day” estimate that had 
evoked so much scorn, In 1920, St. 
Louis and St. Louis County had 
62.922 automobiles according to 
records of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri. By the time the 40- 
year-old Doubting Thomas of 1910 
reached his three-score-and-ten, he 
had owned half a dozen horseless 
carriages and had probably forgot- 
ten the difference between a throat 
latch and a crupper. The 1940 
city-county automobile registration 
was 269,276. 

The Doubting Thomas’ way of 
life by 1940 had undergone changes 
which would have seemed fantas- 
tic if his imagination had been ca- 
pable of conceiving them. Perhaps 
he might have obtained a glimmer- 
ing had he taken the halter from 
his imagination and harnessed it 
to realistic inquiry. 

His town house, crowded against 
that of his neighbor, was aban- 
doned for the broad acres of St. 
Louis County and thus even the 
architecture of the community was 
changed by the heir apparent of 
the transportation dynasty. 

Fresh vegetables trucked from 
the South improved his diet to 
help him stretch that three-score- 
and-ten. He saw the Grand Can- 
yon, Lake Louise and Mexico City. 
He wintered in Los Angeles or 
Miami occasionally and summered 
in the northern States or Canada. 

Doubting Thomas of 1910 at 
three-score-and-ten had _ traveled 
farther and seen more than had 
his father, grandfather and the 
next 13 great-grandfathers—Great- 
Grandfather No. 13 having been 
born about 70 years before Colum- 
bus discovered America. 


Rise in Passenger-Miles. 


Statistics for the one year, 1940, 
when Thomas celebrated his seven- 
tieth birthday anniversary, serve 
to support such a statement al- 
though the population of the Unit- 
ed States had increased from 92 
million in 1910 to 132 million. 

In 1940, a Brookings Institution 
report showed, a total of 571 bil- 
lion passenger-miles were traveled 
in the United States by automo- 
biles, busses, railroad trains and 
airplanes. For 1910, an Interstate 
Commerce Commission report 
showed about 32 billion passenger- 
miles traveled by railroads, or less 
than one-seventeenth of total pas- 
senger-miles by all vehicles in 1940. 
Statistical fraction-hounds may 
add to the 1910 railroad passenger 


figure such miles as may have 
been traveled by the 3,200,000 city- 
owned horses (Department of Ag- 
riculture) and the 458,000 city- 
bound automobiles (United States 
Public Roads Administration.) 


It is of interest to note that 
automobiles and busses accounted 
for 546 billion of the passenger- 
miles in 1940, trains less than 24 
billion and planes, 1,147,444,948. 
The latter figure supports rather 
satisfactorily the consideration of 
air transport as a yet uncrowned 
prince, 


Likewise, it is noteworthy that 
in the period from 1910 to 1920, 
during which automobiles in the 
United States increased from 9 
million to 31 million, railroad pas- 
senger miles rose from 32 billion 
to 47 billion. 


Air Trend Significant. 


Although airplane passenger 
miles in 1940 represented but two- 
tenths of 1 per cent of the total 
passenger-miles, a significant trend 
is indicated by the further fact 
that airplane passenger - miles 
amounted to 12 per cent of Pull- 
man travel, according to figures 
of the National Resources Plan- 
ning Board, 


But, looking forward instead of 
backward, this board expects the 
3 million air transport passengers 
of 1940 to increase to 20 million 
sometime between 1950 and 1960. 


Others who have made forecasts 
include Edward P. Warner of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board who re- 
cently said: “The air lines short- 
ly after the war will be performing 
between 5 and 10 billion passenger- 
miles yearly.” 

Robert H. Hinckley, former As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce for 
Air, told the writer that he had 
no hesitancy in saying that “20 
million passengers will be carried 
two years after the war, say in 
1946 or 1947.” At that time, he 
added, a half-million Americans 
will be flying their own planes, 


‘thus placing the ratio of privately 


owned planes at about 1 per cent 
of automobiles—one plane for 70 
automobiles now or one plane for 
275 persons, 


Flivver Plane Plans. 


W. A. Patterson, president of 
United Airlines, asserted that with- 
in 10 years domestic air lines 
would carry 80 per cent of the na- 
tion’s first-class passengers. 

Allen Lockheed plans giant air- 
liners carrying 300 persons and 
foresees $3000 16-miles-te-the-gal- 
lon aerial runabouts seating five, 
“that the Joneses won’t want to 
do without.” - 

W. T. Piper, president of the 
Ptper Aircraft Corporation, is 
somewhat more realistic about the 
postwar market for the private 
plane. He described to the writer 
a postwar market in terms of a 
plane similar to his present prod- 
uct, which would have tricycle 
landing gear, travel 20 miles on a 
gallon of gasoline, be spin-proof 
and sell for around $1000. 

Aeronca Aircraft Corporation’s 
president, Carl Friedlander, spoke 
of his plane in this same field—a 
trainer at $1000, a $1500 cross-coun- 
try plane with safety features and 
even variable-pitch propellor, and a 
$2000 de luxe model. “We have 
found,” he said, “that every time 
we could clip $100 off the selling 
price of a model it opened to us 
the doors of a vast new market.” 

Bill Stout, who has been called 
“the Edison of Aviation,” now is 
working with Igor Sikorsky as re- 
search director for Consolidated 
Vultee Corporation, helping to get 
the bugs out of the much-discussed

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 25. 
MERICA’S Rabdblje-rouser No. 1—that is 
Av style and title earned and proudly 
claimed by the Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, 
45-year-old, 220-pound, 6-foot-2 dynamo of 
demagoguery at the head of the ‘‘America 
First Party.” 

Arch-exemplar of all the windier brands of 
native American fascism, he is hard at work 
from his headquarters here on organizing 
political power on an anti-allied, anti-Roose- 
velt, anti-Russia, anti-labor, anti-Jew line, 
and he appears to be making some headway. 

Rabble-rouser? He treasures a quotation 
from H. L. Mencken, the sage of Baltimore, 
who called him ‘‘the gustiest and the goriest, 
the loudest and the lustiest, the deadliest 
and the damnedest orator ever heard on this 
or any other earth.” 


Declaration of Faith: ‘God 
Make Me a Rabble-Rouser.’ 


To this Smith has publicly added specifi- 
cations of his own: ‘‘They call me a rabble- 
rouser. Well, if to love the Constitution 
makes me a rabble-rouser—if to believe in 
my mother’s Bible makes me a rabble-rouser 
—if to hate Nazism and Communism makes 
me a rabble-rouser—if to love and defend the 
American way of life makes me a rabble- 
rouser—then, God, make me a rabble- 
rouser,”’ 

This pious declaration of faith is frequent- 
ly made in speeches to what he calls “the 
good old go-to-meeting, Bible-reading, chil- 
dren-having, God-fearing, ice-cream-making 
common people.” 

Who is this man, anyway? In an attempt 
to find the answer the correspondent sought 
out Smith for a series of interviews. 

Ten years ago he was pastor of the rich 
King’s Highway Christian Church of Shreve- 
port, La. He quit his pulpit to join ‘“‘King- 
fish’’ Huey Long’s ‘‘Share-Our-Wealth” cru- 
sade. About this time the fiery Maj. Fred- 
erick Sullens, editor of the Jackson ( Miss.) 
Daily News, began referring to him as ‘“‘the 
very Irrev. Gerald L. K. Smith.” When the 
Kingfish was assassinated in the Louisiana 
capitol at Baton Rouge, Smith delivered the 
eulogy at his bier. He lost out in the frantic 
scramble for-control of the once all-powerful 
Long organization. Since then he has organ- 
ized or joined or flirted with most of the 
various robed or shirted or otherwise identi- 
fied fascist groups in the country. 

Prior to going to Shreveport, where he 
was accounted a wizard at raising money 
for the Community Fund, Smith was pastor 
of a church at Indianapolis, Ind. He was 
born in Wisconsin, the son of a rural pastor, 
and received his A.B. degree at Valparaiso 
University. 

At one time he was a member of William 
Dudley Pelley’s “Silver Shirts.””’ He says he 
was Silver Shirt No. 3223, but the member-

returned within a month. He says he has 
never been a member of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Preaching wartime disaffection with the 
ironic slogan of “Christ First in America,” 
he capitalizes himself as a power to influence 
Republican politics in 1944 and cash in in 
1948, 

Usually working under cover, he is or- 
ganizing “cells” all over the country in the 
old Long manner. Under his banner are 
ranged the malcontents. There are Cough- 
linites, Silver Shirts, Christian Fronters, Ku 
Klux Klansmen and other elements, plus a 
“lunatic fringe’ of reactionaries. 

Currently he claims a 32-state mailing list 
of three million—1,500,000 of them in the 
politically pivotal states of Michigan, Indiana 
and Ohio, without two of which, he thinks, 
no President can be elected. He claims a 
concentration of 123,000 here in Detroit 
where he settled down in 1939 to wage war 
on “the Communists’’ who he charged domir 
nated the CIO United Automobile Workers 
of America. 


Sources of Income; Ford Co. 


Paid for Three Broadcasts. 
This campaign was underwritten in part by 


some manufacturers and business men. A 
Federal income tax investigation of Smith’s 
receipts from 1936 through 1941 when he 
was functioning as “The Committee of One 
Million”’—which he hasn’t dropped—indi- 
cated that about $1000 was his top take 
from among five or six industrialists while 
perhaps 50 business men chipped in around 
$150 apiece. He made a civil tax adjustment 
on his 1941 return. 

Most of his funds, it appeared, despite per- 
sistent rumors that he is still heavily sub- 
sidized, were derived from dollar contribu- 
tions at meetings and replies to radio appeals 
for support. 

Smith estimates he took in $5000 a week 
at one time, most of it going into organiza- 
tion work. Now, he says, he is getting about 
$1500 a week. His gross personal income 
last year was $6500, he says. He insists he 
has not sought “big money’ donors since 
1940. 


Smith made a number of broadcasts in his | 


campaign against “the Communists” of the 
UAW. Harry Bennett, personnel director of 
the Ford Motor Co. and long the right-hand 
man of Henry Ford, told the correspondent 
the Ford company paid for .three of the 


broadcasts over WJR, but has since dis-| 
. 


avowed him. Telling of this contribution, 
Bennett said, ‘We paid the station directly. 
We wouldn’t give Smith a cent directly and 
he didn’t do us any good. Weare no longer 
interested in him. I blocked a recent at- 
tempt of his to see (Charles A.) Lindbergh 
at the plant.” 

Smith says he saw Lindbergh downtown, 
but Lindbergh had not joined his “America 
First party. The flying ex-colonel now works 
for Ford. 

Smith’s major medium is a monthly pub- 
lication, “‘The Cross and the Flag,’’ which 
he started in the spring of 1942 when the 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin’s “Social Justice’’ 
was barred from the mails. Smith, one of 
the Coughlin-Townsend-Smith triumvirate 
who backed Congressman William Lemke for 
President in 1936, rushed to Coughlin’s de- 
fense, dramatically addressing a mass meet- 
ing on “Will We Permit the Reds to Jail 
Father Coughlin?” 


Carrying On Where Coughlin 
Left Off, but More Adroitly. 


“The Cross and the Flag’ carries on 
where Father Coughlin left off, but it is 
edited more adroitly. It relies on the sum 
total of ‘general impressions.”’ It was 
named in a recent Federal indictment as one 
of the publications distributed by alleged 
seditionists. Expensively printed, it carries 
no advertising. It includes paeans to “pri- 
vate enterprise,” subscription blanks at- 
tached, 


What Smith is trying to do is perhaps 
best disclosed in his signed columns of edi- 
torial comment. Reporting qn an America 
First rally at Minneapolis, he defined the 
issue of the hour as “Will we permit Win- 
ston Churchill to name our next President 
and will. we permit Joe Stalin to write our 
foreign policy? . . . Reliable informants tell 
me that the British are preparing to spend 
100 million dollars on next year’s campaign. 
Why wouldn’t they when we are donating to 
them through Mr. Roosevelt two million dol- 
lars per hour?” 

Smith boasts that his America Firsters 
whipped ‘‘Wendell Willkie and his interna- 
tional stooges at the Mackinac Island con- 
ferences’ and refers to Willkie’s recent St. 
Louis meeting ‘‘as a groggy attempt on his 
part to recover from the punch in the nose 
he got at Mackinac Island.”’ 

Smith has written that his definition of a 
political victory in 1944 wbuld be to “retire 
all the Roosevelts from public life; send 
Willkie to Moscow, and make Henry Wallace 
a milkman in China.” 

Smith keeps in. touch with the pre-Pearl 
Harbor isolationists in Congress, especially 
with Senator Arthur Vandenberg of Mich- 
igan and Michigan Congressmen Clare Hoff- 
man and Roy Woodruff. Woodruff has 
placed some of “The Cross and the Flag” 
material in the Congressional Record, The 
first issue of the journal was indorsed by

words. ’ 

Let me refer briefly to the dan- 
ger of over-simplification. Where 
you are faced with a situation and 
problems such as we are faced 
with, you dare not over-simplify. 
You can only proceed toward a 
solution step by step in the old 
empirical British way, for if you 
begin to theorize and rationalize 
and simplify you are lost. 


I think particularly of several 
occasions when we have been con- 
fronted with such a situation. 
Take our situation at the time of 
the last peace. We had before us 
very grave problems, but we pro- 
ceeded to solve them in a few 
months. The peace conference met 
in January, 1919, and it dissolved 
in May. Within that period, by a 
process of sidetracking real issues 
and over-simplifying others, we 
produced the peace treaty; and I 
am sure if we follow the same 
procedure at the end of this war, 
we shall move to even greater dis- 
asters than we have seen in the 
past. 


Oversimplification. 


When I look at the problems that 
‘we shall have to deal with, I doubt 
whether any peace conference will 
be able to settle them in a reason- 
able time unless it proceeds by the 
process of over-simplification and 
falsification. 

It may be that we shall be faced 
with questions so vast, so compli- 
cated, so difficult and intractable, 
that in the end we shall have to 
be satisfied with making a pretty 
comprehensive armistice dealing 
with the general military question 
of ending the war, and leaving the 
rest of the problems to a long 
series of conferences—to a long 
process of working out solutions— 
without coming to any general 
peace conference at all. 


I am also thinking, when I talk 
of over-simplification, of the situa- 
tion in our own British Empire. 
I do not think that either today or 
in the near future you could have 
any more complicated situation 
than that in our own group. Take 
one particular problem, the prob- 
lem of race and of color, which is 
a root problem in our Empire. We 
have there a problem which is go- 
ing to test our wisdom, our far- 
sightedness, our statesmanship and 
our humanity probably for genera- 
tions before any solution can ever 
be reached. 

Many well-meaning people think 
you can, by short cuts, arrive at a 
solution, but you will not. Simpli- 
fication will not help you; simpli- 
fication will mean falsification of 
the rea] difficulty. It is only by a 
long process of patient experiment 
that you can deal with situations 
such as these, 


Slogans, Catchwords. 


Now take the other danger I 
have referred to—the danger of 
following slogans and catchwords. 
Today we hear a great deal of 
“democracy.” We are fighting the 
battle of democracy, we are fight- 
ing for freedom, of course we are. 
But these words become cliches, 
they become catchwords and vague 
slogans which in the end do not 
lead you very far. Our opponents 
have another set of formulas. 
They fight for the leadership prin- 
ciple, the fuehrer principle. With 
them the objective has also become 
a catchword, a cliche. 

You will only get to practical 
solutions, in the end, if you have

WO dangers face us in a situation such as ours today. One is 
the danger of over-simplification in a world where the problems 
are so complex we may feel tempted to over-simplify and thus 


address. 


problems before us and miss the 


real solutions. The other danger is that of following slogans or catch- 


and freedom on the one hand and 
of leadership on the other. It is 
no use simplifying your problem 
and using one simple formula. 
Here in this country you are @ 
great democracy. But here, too, 
we have learned what leadership 
means in a great emergency. With- 
out leadership, freedom by itself 
will not help you. Freedom, like 
patriotism, is not enough. We shall 
want not only freedom, but also 
discipline. Discipline is just as es 
sential. 
Balance of Power. ' 
I mention another case of one 
sided simplification. I remember 
before the last war, and during the 
last war, we were.very much con- 
cerned with the danger of what 
was called “the balance of power.” 
We were determined to avoid the 
balance of power, and so went in 
for another formula. We wanted 
a system of universality and of 
idaalism, and we followed it in the 
League of Nations, 


We recognized equality, we 
brought all the nations. together. 
In that way we thought we would 
avoid the problem of the balance 
of power. But we fell into the op 
posite danger. This war has taught 
us not only that idealism is not 
enough and that universality is not 
the solution for our security prob- 
lem, but it has also taught us that 
we cannot get away from the prob- 
lem of power. 


That is where this greatest war 
in history had its origin. We have 
found that all our idealism, all our 
high aspirations for a better world, 
stand no ghost of a chance unless 
we reckon with this fundamental 
factor and keep power well in our 
minds when we search for the so- 
lution of the problem of security. 
The question of power remains 
fundamental and it is, I think, 
the great lesson of this war. Peace 
not backed by power remains a 
dream. : 

In arranging for a new world 
organization for security, we shall 
have to provide not only for free- 
dom and democracy, which are es- 
sential, but we shall also have to 
provide for leadership and for pow- 
er. To my mind, that can be done 
much more effectively than iff the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
by giving a proper place to the 
three great powers that are now 
at the head of our United Nationa, 


United Nations Trinity. 


Great Britain, the United States 
and Russia now form the trinity 
at the head of the United Nations, 
As it is in war, so will it have to 
be in peace. We shall have to see 
to it that in the new international 
organization, the leadership re 
mains in the hands of this great 
trinity. These three powers must 
be responsible, in the first in- 
stance, for the maintenance of se- 
curity and for the preservation of 
world peace; and this primary re- 
sponsibility will not be affected by 
any duties resting on the rest of 
the United Nations. 

It was largely because in the 
League of Nations we did not 
recognize the importance of lead- 
ership and power that everything 
went wrong in the end. What was 
everybody's business proved to be 
nobody's business. Each one looked 
to the other to take the lead, and 
the aggressors got away with it. 
Leadership had not been firmly 
settled by the constitution of that

A Farmer Demands Subsidies 
To the Eéitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a farmer, I can’t say that I like 
subsidies. But they have a direct bear- 
ing on price control now. They are one 
of the mainstays holding the lid on in- 
fiation. Until some better method of 
control can be found and put into effect, 
we should by all means keep food-price 
subsidies. 

To abandon subsidies and let farm 
prices run away would not benefit many 
farmers. This would benefit only the 
largest farms, up to possibly 25 or 30 
per cent of the nation’s farmers. 

To the larger percentage of farmers, 
inflation wouldn't help at all. Possibly it 
would be an immediate disadvantage to a 
great many. 

I cannot understand those farmers who 
had their fingers burned (by inflation) 
during and after the other war who now 
want to go back and play with the same 
fire again. 

It looks to me like the farmer has 
been handed a rope and shown the tree 
to hang himself publicly. But by whom 
is hanging favored? Certainly not by 
the majority of farmers themselves. 

Now, my city cousins who sell ypur 
labor, do you realize that you and the 
farmer are in this thing together? You 
also played with the same fire as the 
farmer did during the inflation period. 
Have you forgotten the early ’'30s when 
you walked the streets looking for work 
and when your rent was past due? Then 
your children didn't have enough to eat 
and you were marching to the City Hall 
demanding that something be done. 

Yes, I, too, remember those times. I 
was selling my eggs for 9 cents a dozen. 
My butterfat for 9 cents a pound, Corn 
was selling at 15 cents a bushel, pork 3 
cents a pound. Those were the only 
prices I could get because you didn’t 
have the money to buy. 

When you ask for more wages and 
get them, then I must ask you more for 
what I sell. Your landlord must then 
raise your rent and your bdss raises his 
prices on his product. There we are, 
We handle more money, but have less. 

You and I are the hub of the wheel. 
Our thoughts and actions should be as 
close-fitting as the parts in the hub, If 
anything happens to that co-ordination 
and if the cause is not remedied at once, 
the wheel collapses. 

Ils it possible that we, living in the 
best country on earth, are to see the 
worst crime of sabotage of the entire 
war committed on the home front? 

It is no secret that the greatest of all 
invasions of an enemy’s shores is near 
at hand. Many of our sons will give 
their lives in that invasion even if we 
make every effort to see that they have 
every implement of war and all they can 
use of each type. We know that now. 

Are individual groups looking for a 
few dollars’ profit, in their business-as- 
usual way, going to be allowed to sabo- 
tage that invasion and cost the lives of 
many more of our sons? Are these 
groups to be given an O. K. by our Con- 
gressman and Senators? 

It all depends on Mr. and Mrs, John 
©. Public. We must-say, “No, this must 
not happen.” Then we must contact our 
representatives and tell them so and tell 
them to keep subsidies. We must tell 
them every farm, mine, shipyard and 
factory must hum until victory is ours. 
Get those cards and letters in the mail! 
Let them know that we are Uncle Sam 
and that they are only our representa- 
tives.

Cairo Conference Setting

None of the newspaper accounts of 
the Cairo conference has as yet, to my 
knowledge, pointed out the fact that the 
meeting was held quite literally in the 
shadow of that monument of the ages, 
the Great Pyramid at Gizeh. 

The Mena House Hote! is situated di- 
rectly across the road from this first 
wonder of the ancient world. The view 
of pyramids and sphinx from the veran- 
dah of this hotel is the familiar tourist 
panorama that appears perennially in 
roto sections, newsreels and picture post- 
cards. At sundown the pyramid’s shadow 
traverses the verandah. 

The pyramids viewed from this van- 
tage point are as stupendous as the 
travel folders would have us believe, but 
the sphinx—perhaps because of its prox- 
imity to these vast piles — appears 
dwarfed to the dimensions of a stone 
doll. 

The Mena House occupies the site of 
the Battle of the Pyramids.

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Margarine, a War Need 
The vote of the House Committee on Agricul- 

ture to lay aside, for the remainder of the pres- 

ent session of Congress, legislation to remove 
burdensome Federal taxes and restrictions from 
margarine, is a blow to consumers. Almost si- 
multaneously comes a warning from the War 

Food Administration that 7 per cent less butter 

will be available for civilian use in 1944 than 

in 1943—foreshadowing an increasingly drastic 
butter shortage, which will make more and more 
necessary some enlightened legislation regarding 
margarine. 

Butter is never available in ‘large enough quan- 
tities for everyone. In peacetime, the main rea- 
son is price. In wartime, even families that can 


. afford the price can’t get enough butter, for the 


simple reason that there is not enough to go 
around. 

Still, a fatty table spread is essential to a 
healthful diet. The ideal substitute, margarine, 
nowadays not only enables the housewife to pro- 
vide her family with a fatty spread, which other- 
wise they would have to do without, but also by 
saving ration points (margarine is four points 
a pound to butter’s 16), releases coupons for the 
purchase of other elements of a balanced diet. 

The most sincere compliment that could be 
paid to margarine is the dairy industry’s regard 
for it, a regard so high that dairymen are fear- 
ful of its competition with butter on anything 
like an equal basis, so fearful that. they demand 
—and so far have succeeded in getting—the most 
savage legal discriminations against margarine 
and, it inevitably follows, against the consumers 
who need this inexpensive and healthful food, 

In the early days of the margarine industry, 
many years ago, there was legitimate reason for 
a restrictive type of legislation to protect con- 
sumers, for margarine was produced under un- 
sanitary conditions and was often palmed off as 
butter. 
Food and Drug Act was to regulate the purity 
and require the proper labeling of margarine. 
There is, therefore, no further need for restric- 
tive legislation, which, far from protecting the 
consumer, now penalizes him. Nevertheless, dairy 
interests continue to argue that burdensome taxes 
are necessary to prevent margarine from being 
sold under the pretense that it is butter, a ridic- 
ulous contention in view of the labeling. 

There has been little limit to the excesses to 
which producers of butter have been willing to 
go in the effort to avoid competing with marga- 
rine on its merits. The most excessive possible 
measure would be outright prohibition, which 
was tried in some of the states, but was ruled 
out by the Supreme Court, Although artificial 
coloring and flavoring are general practices in 
the production of butter, a prohibitive penalty 
is placed on the coloring of margarine: a tax of 
10 cents a pound on the colored product, com-« 
pared with one-fourth cent for uncolored. Color- 
ing matter is commonly packaged with marga- 
rine, to be added by the purchaser, but if a res- 
taurant or institution mixes in the coloring ma- 
teria], it is deemed under the oppressive tax laws 
to be engaged in manufacturing and must pay 
a manufacturer’s tax of $600 a year. 

Under these laws, a home for incurables and 
a home for the poor, unable to obtain butter, 
were fined for coloring margarine without the 
costly manufacturer’s license. These were dra- 
matic instances of the way in which the marga« 
rine laws, used as a cutthroat business weapon, 
do the greatest injustice to those who are most 
in need of protection. 

In addition to the Federal taxes, states’ taxes 
of 10 to 15 cents a pound are levied on margarine 
which contains less than a designated amount 
of home-grown products. 

Why all the effort by the dairy industry to 
keep margarine out of the hands of consumers? 
More and more consumers are asking this ques- 
tion. Is it because margarine is not as healthful 
as butter? Not at all. The National Research 
Council reported this year that in an ordinary 
diet there is no nutritional difference between 
butter and margarine that has been fortified with 
9000 units of Vitamin A to the pound, as has 
become standard practice. 

Moreover, the records of the Food and Drug 
Administration indicate that the consumer is 
likely, on the average, to get a richer spread by 
buying margarine than by buying butter. In the 
12 years up to 1936, the administration had only 
14 court cases against margarine and 2384 against 
butter, and the most frequent complaint was a 
fat content of less than 80 per cent, the minimum 
permitted by law for either margarine or butter. 

With butter scarce 
margarine must play an increasingly important 
role in the sufficiency and healthfulness of our 
national diet. The effort of the dairy industry 
to tax and harass consumers away from marga- 
rine has long been an ugly piece of business. 
Standing, as it now does, in the way of war 
needs, it should be removed entirely by Congress 
and the Legislatures of the states.

People to the east, north, south and west of 
Texas, being “unadaptable, little-traveled and 
self-confident,” are over-awed by the majesty of 
Texas, and, to defend their self-esteem, call 
Texans “raw,” saith the News. In fact, as we 
get it, nothing but a dogged determination to 
bluff it through has prevented the Union from 
seceding from Texas caniasde out of a sense of 
inferiority.

situation in St. Louis. Clarence V. Beck, an un- 
remitting foe of the ordinance, asked SFA as a 
personal favor to appoint A. H. Beddoe of St. 
Louis, who was eventually appointed. 

It is possible, as Charles Potter, Deputy Ad- 
ministrator of SFA, says, that the appointment 
was not influenced by Beck's letter. It is possi- 
ble that Beddoe will make an unbiased and able 
investigation. But it is far from likely that Beck 
proposed Beddoe because he thought he would 
be devoted to the smoke ordinance. 

Beddoe deserves to be evaluated by his record, 
but he should be advised that Beck’s backing will 
cause the people of St. Louis, who regard their 
smoke ordinance as something very precious, 
te look to him with more than usual sharpness 
for a fair deal from the Federal actin ane coe 
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State Desiablainses on the Radio 


The branch of their Government about which 
Americans for many years have known least is 
the State Department. In view of the important 
duties with which the department is entrusted, 
this absence of information about its workings 
and policies has been most unfortunate. It has 
brought considerable confusion in the public mind 
as to America’s foreign policy, and has resulted 
in much criticiam of the department. For instance, 
a writer in Fortune some months ago appraised 
the policy of suppression and @loofness as “one 
of the gloomiest portents for.democracy in this 
country for generations.” 

It is good news, therefore, that the State De- 
partment has decfded to explain foreign policy 
and its operations in a series of four radio broad- 
casts, to be heard on Saturday evenings beginning 
Jan. 8. The speakers will be Secretary Hull, 
Under Secretary Stettinius, other department offi- 
cials and Congressmen of both parties. 

Here is a great opportunity for the department 
to remove the misgivings which its methods have 
aroused in past years, and. to help wild, up a 
sound understanding of its work. If it ‘grasps 
the opportunity by presenting frank and factual 
statements in. the radio series, Americans will be 
better equipped for their part in facing wartime 
and postwar problems.

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The Chinese-American Mythology 


The Mirrer

We have held distorted views of our Odtental ally, and China of 
us, writes authority on Far Eastern affairs; reaction from our 
glowing conception is now setting in, untempered by judgment ac-

Between China and America, there is 
psychologically the most dangerous human 
situation—mutua! disillusionment. Both na- 
tions being composed of human beings, 
neither blames herself for having been fool- 
ish enough to contract illusions; each 
blames the other for not living up to the 
illusion built up on her, 


After Pearl Harbor, there developed in 
this country,a compelling myth about China. 
Suddenly we became China-conscious. China 
became a country endowed with more than 
human qualities, It was a democracy pure 
and Jeffersonian, its leaders selfless, states- 
manlike beings consecrated to the spread of 
liberty, every peasant guerrilla a boy on 
the burning deck, 

This came to a head with the visit here 
of Mme, Chiang Kai-shek. Now it can be 
told without indiscretion that on that occa- 
sion we rather made fools of ourselves. 
Great as are that lady’s charms and attain- 
ments, she is hardly the latter-day com- 
posite of Plato and Joan of Arc that she 
was hailed as being. 


The Cold Shock of Reality 


Then we began to send planes, techni- 
cians, Army officerg and civilian officials 
to Chungking. They came out of the emo- 
tional glow about China that suffused this 


country into the cold, hard reality of China 


as it is. In their reports home, which are not 
published but circulate, nevertheless, they 
err as much on one side as the myth does 
on the other. 

It is no particular secret what is being 
whispered in Washington now and echoed 
elsewhere. China is a Fascist dictatorship, 


China is vilely corrupt. China is hopelessly, 


incurably inefficient. China is ready to drop 
out of the war, the reports about Chinese 
victories are propaganda, the Chinese Army 
ig a joke, etc., etc, 

This is just as far from the truth about 
China as the romantic myth fabricated a 
little bit earlier. In both cases, the error 
springs from not knowing. enough about 
China long enough to have a standard of 
judgment. One myth is supplanting another. 


The Standards for Judgment 


There is corruption in China now, of 
course. But for one thing, war is an invi- 
tation to corruption everywhere. Further- 
more, a certain corruption in public places 
is normal to China, and those who have 
any background in China would discount 
for that. . 


Judged by our standards of governmental 
efficiency, China is no doubt messy. But 
there is no reason why the Chinese should 
be judged by our way of doing things. It 
is only after long experience there that one 
comes to see that on the whole the Chinese 
get about the same results as others with 
about the same effort, though the order 
of acts is different, . 


Judged by modern Western armies, the 
Chinese Army is a comic opera chorus. 
Military precision, military punctilio, neat- 
ness and dispatch are innovations to which 
only the small modernized fraction of the 
Army has been introduced.: Naturally an 
American officer newly come to China, es- 
pecially one newly trained, is shocked on 
seeing Chfmese troops for the first time. 


But those messy, unorderly Chinese not 
only have stood up for six years, but, where 


sd 


given anything like equal advantage in 
armament, have held their own against the 
Japanese and sometimes beaten them. In 
exterior the Chinese Army is no good; but 
it gets results, which is what matters, 


Finally, it is undeniable that China is 
far from a democracy and that there are 
some distinctly ugly accompaniments of its 
war Government in the form of secret po- 
lice and restrictions on freedom beyond war 
necessities. This is actually the most 
serious charge that can be made against 
China now. But China must be judged by 
normal Chinese standards, not ours, 


Our Stock Is Low in China 


The misunderstanding, the reaction in 
disillusionment, is mutual. America’s stock 
in China has never been so low as it is now. 
There are reasons, all: grounded in the mis- 
conception for which we are as much to 
blame as the Chinese, 

To the Chinese, before the Japanese in- 
vasion and just after the invasion, China’s 
rock of hope was America, In the end Amer- 
ica would come to China’s rescue. 


Americans arrived in the East have a 
way of spreading themselves, of letting 
themselves go in speech. America was Chi- 
na’s friend; America would do this, Amer- 
ica would do that, America would show 
Japan, etc. Understatement has never been 
an American vice, But the Chinese did not 
know that these were amiable American 
indulgences, a kind of national oratorical 
license, 

They took the words at the value of their 
meaning and they assumed that Americans 
of standing spoke with some consciousness 
of responsibility. 


Let’s Draw Conclusions Slowly 


The expectations were becoming certain- 
ty by the time Japan attacked. And Ameri- 
ca did nothing. Still the Chinese did not 
lose hope. Then Pearl Harbor came, and 
a wave of relief, almost of exultation, 
passed over China. Now there would be 
deliverance. And then the American Navy 
did not come, the American planes did not 
come, the Army did not come, 

It is against the illusion that the Chinese 
now measure our performance and natural- 
ly find it wanting. They, too, now are un- 
fair, for America is fighting in two hemi- 
spheres and is concentrating first on that 
from which the more immediate danger 
comes. 

As we now take the Chinese at depreciat- 
ed value, so do they take us. Both are pub- 
licly polite and privately mordant, a condi- 
tion that bodes no good between allies in 
a desperate war. It is a condition that 
springs from the too little knowledge that 
always is a dangerous thing, from lightness 
of speech and superficial conclusions on 
too little evidence. 


It is a condition that will right itself with 
time, when America really catches its 
stride in the Far East. But in the mean- 
time, Chinese and Americans both had bet- 
ter jump to no conclusions, suspend judg- 
ment of each other and, most of all, main- 
tain silence.

STALINGRAD, Dec. 25. 


HAVE just spent four days in Stalingrad, symbol of one of the most 
heroic struggles ever waged by man. 

After seeing Stalingrad, I now feel that by contrast London seems 
only to have been faintly scratched by the war. 


In Stalingrad not a 


home remains undamaged, not a building unscathed. Street car tracks 
tie torn and twisted between blasted public buildings, and the entire 
water supply of the city is destroyed. 

Yet, the Russians are already hard at work in the metropolis. 
They have transformed this great city of the dead into a living symbol 
of what courage and endurance can do. 


The great tractor plant is again 
running, the water mains are be- 
ing repaired and already, at regu- 
lar intervals, water pipes peep out 
of the streets. People come to 
these points to carry water to 
their homes. 

Russians will take a building 
with damaged walls, the roof 
missing and every window de- 
stroyed—and begin to live in it. 
First, windows are inserted on 
the lower floor, then the walls are 
repaired, and before long the build- 
ing is full of people again. 

Story of a Village. 

It is not the epic story of Stalin- 
grad with which we are here con- 
cerned, but the village of Peshenka, 
10 miles outside the city. 

Why did I select this village? 
Tt was entirely accidental. No 
Soviet Government official had 
picked this place out for any spe- 
cially conducted tour. I was not 
even supposed to stop at Stalin- 
grad at all. By sheer chance, our 
plane was grounded here for four 
days on account of bad weather. 
I chose the village of Peshenka 
because it was the nearest one to 
the airport. It is a random sam- 
ple. typifying what happened to 
millions of Russians. 

I visited this village alone, ex- 
cept for one passenger on my 
plane. He happened to be a Rus- 
sian artist who had been playing 
before audiences in Persia, and I 
persuaded him somewhat against 
his inclination to join me. 

As we approached Stalingrad in 
our plane we saw a great explosion 
and flames rising high into the 
air. That was a German mine, The 
Russians collect these mines and 
fire them. We heard them go off 
at intervals all day. 

In order to get to the village we 
walked across an open field, which 
we were warned was still danger- 
ous on account of the mines. All 
about there were evidences of the 
gevere fighting which had taken 
place here. Live German cartridges 
were scattered plentifully on the 
ground. I emptied the powder out 
of a number of them and carried 
away the empty cases and bullets. 
1 also picked up a few unexploded 
German incendiary shells, but dis- 
carded them since they are po- 
tentially alive and dangerous. 


Acres of Wreckage. 

As we walked, we passed acres 
of destroyed tanks, airplanes, mo- 
tor trucks, guns and other Ger- 
man wreckage. Thousands of 
sound, undamaged trophies of war 
had already been taken away by 
the Russians and put to use. 

I got into one of the big Ger- 
man airplanes, sat down in the 
pilot’s seat and gazed bewildered 
at the mass of instruments and at 
the bullet holes which spelled death 
to the pilot. 

We continued to walk towards 
the village. Once I saw a German 
bayonet buried in the ground. I 
was tempted to pry it loose, but 
Was warned by my companion that 
it was exceedingly dangerous as it 
might be attached to a mine. 

Just before we reached the vil- 
lage there was a deep ravine, and 
in its bottom lay the body of a 
German soldier. 

As we came up over the brow 
of the hill we were in full view 
of the village stretching for about 
@ mile ahead. Every one of the 
better houses had been destroyed 
by German bombs. Most of the 
others had been hit by shells, 
Nevertheless, the people were 
back, the damage was being re- 
paired. Some of the peasants 
were living in mud huts dug out of 
the ground with only the roof 
showing above the landscape, 


A Woman’s Story. 

We made for the first woman 
we could see. This happened to be 
a mother gathering wood for her 
fire. It was already freezing. I 
told her I was an American news- 
paper correspondent who had come 
10,000 miles to find out what hap- 

ed to her village. 
e woman immediately stopped 
gathering her wood, and said: 

“You've no idea what a wonder- 
ful village this was before the war. 
We had 750 houses, three schools 
and one was entirely new. Now 
only 50 houses are left. 

“We had a fine Kolkhoz (col'ec- 
tive farm) and lots of cattle, pigs, 
chickens. 

“When Germany attacked our 
eountry, our husbanda and our 
grown sons rushed off to the 
fronts. We women had to do all 
the work that our husbands used 
to do, also we had to look after 
our children, collect the grain and 
take care of the livestock. 

“We didn’t mind the hard work, 
but we never dreamed that our 
own village would be taken. Then, 
one day it happened that a Ger- 
man plane flew low over our vil- 
lage. They dropped a bomb on 
eur school and another on the hos- 
pital and they machine-gunned 
some of those who were working 
in the fields.’ It was terrible. We 
tried to put out the fires end carry 
In the wounded, all at once.” 


The woman paused as she wiped 
a tear from her face. “Then, fir- 
ing began,” she said. “Our village 
was in the crossfire between our 
guns and those of the Germans. 
The bullets fell all the time, \ My 
own little girl was struck and her 
eye was hurt.” 

She pushed forward a gir! about 
nine years old, one of whose eyes 
was bandaged. The girl had an 
alert, intelligent face. I asked her 
if she expected her eye to get 
better. 

“Yes,” she said, “it is almost well 
now.” 

Her mother whispered to us: 
“Fhey had to put in a glass eye.” 

Now, the girl began to cry, say- 
ing: “Why did you tell them, 
mother?” She ran into the house 
sobbing. Her mother explained 
that the girl was afraid the other 
children would make fun of her, if 
they knew she had a glass eye, so 
she wanted to keep it secret. 

In a few minutes the girl came 
out again. I took pains to compli- 
ment her bravery ana the fact 
that she was one of the heroines 
of the war and told her that I 
would write about her to America. 
This brought back the smiles. She 
was joined by her small brother, 
aged 6, and a baby, aged & The 
es was a husky youngster, who in 
spite of the cold and scant clothing 
walked sturdily about. 


Germans Loot and Kill. 


The mother went on: 

“In spite of all our gallant Red 
Army could do, the German planes 
kept flying overhead and then the 
German soldiers began to come, 
crushing everything in their way. 

“The very first day, the Germans 
came into our homes and took 
every bit of wood they could lay 
hands on. They shot al) our chick- 
ens. They took our clothes and 
bootsa—some even from the chil- 
dren, Two days after they occu- 
pied the village, they took all our 
animals away. They didn’t leave a 
single cow, so we had no further 
milk, 

“When all our wood was gone, 
they began to break up our houses 
for fuel. They even shot all our 
dogs and ate them. Then, because 
he refused to give water to their 
horses, the Germans shot one of 
my neighbors. “Another man re- 
fused to yield some of his grain 
and ran away. The Germans seized 
10 of our villagers and said they 
would all be put to death unléss 
this man gave himself up. We 
finally persuaded him to come 
back and the 10 were released, but 
they killed him anyway. 

“We had so little food and it 
was so bad while the Germans 
were here, that a terrible epidemic 
of typhus broke out and everyone 
except the old people were ill. An 
awful lot died, including many 
children.” 
| I interrupted her to ask whether 

the Germans also came down with 
typhus. 

“No,” she replied, “very few Ger- 
mans were sick. They must have 
had some protective innoculation.” 

“After six months of German oc- 
cupation,” she said, “the Red Ar 
suddenly began to fire on the vil- 
lage, and the Germans left so 
hurriedly they had no more time 
to start fires except in one of the 
houses, which the villagers were 
able to put out: 

“When the Red Army finally 
marched in, you can imagine how 
happy we were. 

“During a part of this time,” she 
continued, “I was ill with the flu, 
and my daughter was still sick of 
the wound in her eye. My little 
boy of six was the only one who 
could fetch our daily quota of 
bread. The boy did all the work 
in caring for us.” 

Meeting of Village Soviet. | 

I attended a meeting of the 
village Soviet wheré, at my re- 
quest, the members of the Soviet, 
one after another, got up and told 
their experiences. \ 

One told of how everything in 
their homes had been taken from 
them by the Germans. He said 
the Germans called them “Rus- 
j Sian swine” and declared “Stalin 

kaput,” “Russia kaput.” ~ 

Another told of being a prisoner 
for six months in a German camp. 
They were fed, according to his 
story, 150 grams of bread a week 
in addition to thin watery soup. 
At the start there were hundreds 
j of thousands of prisoners in this 
camp, but tens of thousands died. 
| Besides the barbed wire fence, 
the Germans had stretched a wire 
inside the camp, beyond which the 
prisoners were not supposed to go. 
If one 80 much as stepped over 
this inner wire, he was severely 
bitten by a German-trained dog. 
The man complained that his feet 
were frozen during the winter, 
because he had no shoes, 

A middle-aged woman, mother 
of two children, went to see her 
husband who was confined in an- 
other camp with 17,000 other Rus- 
sians. According to her story, 
the prisoners received very little

The showdown with Sinarchism, 
a peasant nationalist movement 
with fascist overtones, may not be 
far off, according to this analysis, 
and it could take the form of 
bloody revolution. 

Diplomatic opinion takes a less 
pessimistic view of the immediate 
future although in its estimate of 
the ultimate effect of Sinarchigm 
it does not differ materially. 

Sinarchism advocates a typically 
corporate state backed by a party 
whose motto is obey the chief. 
Among underprivileged Mexicans 
in this country the movement has 
some strength, Father Coughlin 
in a full page editorial in his So- 
cial Justice gave it a kind of in- 
dorsement. 

While the economic situation in 
Mexico is not so critical as it is in 
Bolivia, where an _  anti-United 
States government has come into 
power, there are similarities. In 
Mexico, as in Bolivia, a small 
group has benefited by war spend- 
ing while the bulk of the people 
have suffered from rising prices 
and food scarcities. Blame for the

I asked him whether they re- 
ceive anything in this village. 
“Yes,” he said, “we have received 
many things. After the Germans 
were driven out, we were all ao 
American supplies. We got canne 
meat, clothing and shoes, We don't 
know what we would have done 
without them. Will you please 
thank your people and the Presi- 
dent of the United States for us 
all,” 


‘I assured him that I would, 

To be sure that we should not 
contact any German mines, the 
chairman insisted on taking us 
personally back over the winding 
road to the airport. On the way I 
asked him whether among all the 
Germans who occupied the village 
there had not been a single good- 
hearted and friendly German, 

“Yes,” he said, “there was one. 
He was an Austrian. He told us 
that Hitler was finished. He gave 
one of the children 300 rubles be- 
cause, he said, he would never re- 
turn to his home alive, and we 
needed it. He helped our wounded 
soldiers and did everything he 
could for us.” - 

“What became of him?” I asked. 

“We don’t know. When the Ger- 
mans left, he was gone.” 

As we bade the chairman good- 
by, he again asked me to thank the 
President of the United States for 
all his gifts to the Russian people. 

“And say that the ‘next time he 
sends some supplies to our village, 
to include a pair of spectacles for 
me. My only pair was broken 
when the Germans robbed our 
home,” 


U-BOAT CREWS SHOWING LOSS

They’re beginning to realize their 
cause is practically lost, with many 
of the old-time Captains lost, and 
the new, less experienced ones not 
as effective.”

SHIFTS IN ALLIED STRATEGY

HE BITTEREST year-end of the war for Germany and Japan alike 
comes with ominous intimations from President Roosevelt that 
crucial campaigns to crush the Axis fellowship are close at hand 


not alone in Europe, but across the Pacific, 


There is no slackening up in 
what the President’s broadcast 
terms the “stern offensives” by 
Russian armies in the East. A re- 
arranged Allied command pattern 
announced by the President for the 
European and Mediterranean thea- 
ters forbodes early completion of 
the steel-shod circle about Ger- 
many from the West as well as 
the South and East—with no let-up 
in preinvasion air pounding of cru- 
cial Nazi targets. 

Aside from the reassignment of 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower to 
command the attack from the 
West, perhaps President Roose- 
velt’s most striking disclosure was 
that Gen. George Marshall’s con- 
ferences with Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and Adm. Chester Nimitz 
presaged “bad news” for Japan in 
the not too distant future. 


Outdated Decisions. 

The Allied victory § directives 
drawn up at Quebec have been or 
will be revised to meet subsequent 
and unforeseen developments. 
There has been s0 complete a 
change in the whole war picture 
in the Pacific, in Asia and in Eu- 
rope, in the last four months that 
it is probable many of the Quebec 
strategic decisions were outdated 
before they could be brought to 
execution. 

Allied war leadership could have 
had no more than hopes at Quebec 
that Russia would be able to push 
the Red Army offensive right 
through the year into another win- 
ter. The Teheran conference which 
has opened the way for the con- 
certed three-way Russian-Allied at- 
tack on Germany could not then 
be foreseen. 

The Quebec timing schedule for 
the west front attack now en- 
trusted to Gen. Eisenhower for de- 
velopment necessarily was con- 


tingent on what happened in the! 


Atlantic, Since then the U-boat 
menace has receded and the Portu- 
guese grant of base facilities in the 
Azores has helped clinch Allied 
control of the sea supply lines for 
Eisenhower's forces, 


Effect in Pacific. 
That has in turn tended to per- 
mit heavier American naval con- 


centrations in the Pacific, and 
earlier British fleet mobilizations 
in the. Indian Ocean theater than 
could have been foreseen at Que- 
bec, Japan already has paid a 
heavy price in the Gilberts and 
Solomons, on New Guinea and New 
Britain. Definitive evidence of 
Japanese weakness in the air and 
reluctance to-come to any crucial 
sea action has been revealed. 

It may be because of the revi- 
sion in timing of grand strategy 
and particularly to facilitate the 
co-ordination and execution of 
Russian and Allied joint military 
plans laid at Teheran, that Eisen- 
hower instead of Marshall was 
named to the Anglo-American su- 
preme command in Europe, 

There is every indication that 
Marshall’s strong personality, his 
comprehensive grasp of the war 
situation on all fronts, his capacity 
for lucid analysis and convincing 
statement has strongly impressed 
Marshal Stalin and Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek, as it préviously im- 
pressed Prime Minister Churchill 
and Britain's top-flight command: 


ers. 
Speed-Up in Europe. 

The fundamental change in the 
war picture &s developed in Rus- 
sian-Allied councils at Teheran 
suggested distinct possibilities of 
speeding up the war in Europe to 
an earlier decision than previously 
hoped for. There also seems to 
have come out of the Teheran and 
Cairo meetings unrevealed miat- 
ters which, supported by events in 
the Atlantic and the rising tide of 
American war industry output, 
warrant earlier and more aggres- 
sive action against Japan. 

Taken together, these develop- 
ments tended to bar Marshall's 
shift to the over-all] Allied field 
command in Europe. He is needed 
still in Washington both to press 
to a conclusion the preparations on 
this side of the Atlantic for the 
coming campaigns in Europe and 
the stepping-up of the Pacific ad- 
vance on Japan. 

That is about the way the Eisen- 
hower assignment is explained by 
White House intimates, although 
there may be further plans involv- 


ing Marshall’s role in the offing.

man’s clothes the other day. A 
natty Warrant Officer was the 
auctioneer. As many of the crew 
as happened to be off watch and 
could find standing space among 
the ashcans, guns, and such, on 
the quarterdeck were the bidders. 

It was an amazing bit of busi- 
ness. ~The things put up for sale 
were just what you would expect 
to be salvaged from the posses- 
sions of an ordinary gob—dunga- 
rees, issue pants and blouse, some 
worn skivvies, and a couple of 
pairs of socks. There were a few 
more intimate odds and ends: A 
blue, woolen pullover that! some 
thoughtful woman up in Essex had 
knitted; a little leather frame with 
a girl’s picture in it; an enameled 
cigarette case bearing the inscrip- 
tion, “souvenir of Brighton”; a 5- 
shilling fountain pen, and a fiber 
writing kit oontaining a dozen 
sheets of paper and five three- 
penny stamps; some buttons; a 
knife; a key chain and a couple 
of bomb fragments. 

The man’s name is unimportant 
for the purposes of this report, 
even if it could be mentioned un- 
der the rules of censorship. He 
had been killed some time previ- 
ously, by a shell from a _ shore 
battery, and buried impressively 
and with full honors. 

The whole affair was carried out 
with great dignity and solemnity. 
The Warrant Officer took his 
place behind, a little portable ta- 
ble and absently arranged his 
wares in front of him, 

“We're here,” he said, “to sell 
the kit of the late Seaman John 
Doe, who was killed by enemy 
shelifire on such and such’‘a date, 
at such and such a place”—his 
voice was flat and somewhat nerv- 
ous. “This is the first time I’ve 
ever done this,” he said, “but I'll 
do my best.” 

He looked around, “We've got 
here some. shirts, clean and in 
good condition, What am I of- 
fered?” 

“Five shillings,” offered one of 
the blackgang. 

“Five and six.” 
wardroom steward. 

“You've got to do better than 
that,”” prompted the auctioneer. 
“We've not got time to waste.” 

“Ten shillings,” said a gunnery 
chief, and that set the tempo of 
the sale, 

In about an hour, the table was 
empty and most of the men on 
deck were carrying parts of the 
late John Doe’s kit. 

“It's been a good sale,” said the 
auctioneer. “We've got close to 90 
pounds—very good, indeed, all 
things considered,” 

Then came a new and astonish- 
ing development. Lads standing 
about with armioads of the grim 
relics of John Doe began to move 
slowly and quietly back to the ta- 
ble whence they had picked them 
up. In what seemed something like 
a ceremonial, they laid down the 
shirts, socks, and personal trinkets 
as they had been at the beginning 
of the auction. Then, somewhat 
shyly, they turned away and left 
the deck, 

“It's an old Navy custom,” the 
warrant officer said. “We always 
sell a dead man’s kit. Of course, 
it’s sold. Anybody who buys any- 
thing has a perfect right to keep 
it, but he never does keep it. All 
the money from the sale goes to 
the dead man’s relatives. Eventu- 
ally all the kit finds its way to the 
man's family. A cold-blooded way 
to go about it, but really it does 
some good, [ assure you.”

Back of the public organization, 
according to recent reports, is a 
group secretly organized that per- 
haps exercises the real power. Lit- 
tle is known about this secret or- 
ganization which is reported under 
various names, one of them being 
the Liga de la O. 


Nazis Behind Movement. 

Before Pearl Harbor the Sinar- 
chists were closely associated with 
the propaganda activities of Oskar 
Hellmuth Schreiter, a former teach- 
er of languages at the Collegio del 
Estado of Guanajuato, which is 
considered to be the cradle of 
Sinarchism. Other Nazis were 
close to the movement. 

Germany has given financial 
support to the party either directly 
or indirectly through German firms 
in Mexico. After Pearl Harbor the 
German connections are believed 
to have been continued although 
they have been concealed, 

A close connection has been 
maintained with the Falange, the 
Spanish fascist party that has an 
active branch in Mexico. Prac- 
tically all the funds at the dis- 
posal of the Sinarchists are be- 
lieved to have come from the Fal- 
angists who can draw on wealthy 
Spanish families in Mexico City. 

One source reported to United. 
States investigators that in 1941 
the Sinarchists received about 
40,000 pesos monthly from top 
Falangists. The disbursement of 
this sum is said to have been gu- 
pervised by local Nazi agents in 
touch with the regional chiefs of 
the Falange. 

Sinarchism spends large sums 
of money. For the biggest rallies 
members are brought from aill 
over the country, expenses paid: 
Sinarchist publications are not 
self-sustaining. The mass of the 
members are drawn from the poor- 
est classes and could contribute 
little or nothing to the party 


treasury, 

Atter Mexico's declaration of 
war, all efforts of Sinarchism 
were concentrated on preventing 
actual participation in the war. It 
was repeatedly emphasized that 
the “Reds” were the real enemy. 
Every effort was made to block 
the draft with agitation that pro- 
duced serious rioting in many com- 
munities. This grew bolder when 
President Avila Camacho replied, 
in response to demands from vari- 
our sources, that he could not dis-

Only 30 of 3000 Chinese Left 
When Japanese Took Changteh

HIS once peaceful city of 160,- 

000 persons today is just a 

mass of twisted and shattered 
wreckage to which the stench of 
death still clings. 

Piles of ashes mark the places 
where the Japanese burned their 
dead and freshly made graves com- 
memorate the nameless Chinese 
soldiers who fell during the 20-day 
battle for the city, the most fright- 
ful struggle of the entire Chinese- 
Japanese war. 

Only now, 10 days after the bat- 
tle, are the people who fled before 
the invaders returning to the ruins 
of their homes. | 

Here 3000 Chinese under Maj. 
Gen. Cheng Wan were reduced to 
30 before they were forced to 
abandon the city to the Japanese; 
and here Chinese armies executed 
a masterful offensive across the 
Yuan river to deliver the city from 
the invaders. 

I arrived here yesterday after- 
noon with a Chinese-conducted 
party of war correspondents and 
military attaches. We traveled by 
steam launch, junk, and sampan 
up the Shing Sze river from Chang- 
sha to Kiyang for three days, then 
by mule, pony, sedan-chair and 
afoot for four more before arriv- 
ing here. 

Our party is lodged at a Spanish 
Roman Catholic mission, near 
Changteh’s east gate, Our host is 
Bishop Gerardo F. Herrero, 59 
years old, who has spent the last 
34 years in China. He with six 
other Spanish nationals, members 


of the mission, were the only civil- 
ian foreigners to remain here dur- 
ing the battle for Changteh. 


The treatment of the mission- 
aries at the hands of the Japa- 
nese caused him to notify the 
Spanish Consul at Shanghai that 
all Spanish members of the mis- 
sion were “extremely insulted” and 
that the mission had been looted 
of money and property worth more 
than 400,000 Chinese dollars. 

The bishop said the Japanese ap- 
proached Changteh in a wide- 
swinging encirclement and as their 
fighting neared the city the “world 
was shaken like a hell” with planes 
roaring in the sky, and artillery 
and machineguns “going all around 
us, it seemed.” 

He related that the Chinese 
troops in bitter hand-to-hand street 
fighting finally were forced to re- 
treat along the river bank in front 
of the mission to a Confucian tem- 
ple just outside the east gate. 
Buildings on al] sides of the mis- 
sion were blasted by the gunfire. 

Three Spanish sisters, together 
with three Chinese sisters, and 
other women, used the chapel as a 
refuge and the bishop was struck 
on the head with a wooden stave 
when he resisted attempts of the 
invaders to “arrest” the women. 
One of the nuns suffered a bad 
scalp wound when a Japanese sol- 
dier struck her on the head with 
the flat side of nis sword. The 
bishop said that in all he was 
struck on four different occasions. 

Bishop Herrero quoted Japanese 
soldiers as saying they used four 
divisions in their unsuccessful at- 
tempt to hold the city. He said 
that while Japanese casualties 
were high he believed the Chinese

On Taxation Aimed Chiefly at More 
Revenue for Cities and. Towns

OR more than half a century progress in Missouri cities and towns 
has been retarded by limitations placed by the antiquated State 


on municipal indebtedness. Most 


thus restricted, have found it impossible to meet 


increasing demands for improved services, 


Written when the State had not 
recovered from the effects of the 
Civil War, when it had just experi- 
enced the disastrous effects of un- 
limited public debts, when the peo- 
ple had little cash to meet obliga- 
tions, when there was little indus- 
try and few pay rolls, the present 
Constitution was designed to curb 
ir! every possible way the creation 
of public debt and to hold taxa- 
tion to the bare needs of an un- 
exacting society.in a rather primi- 
tive frontier state. 

Many necessities in municipal 
government today were not even 
thought of 68 years ago when the 
Constitution was written, or if in 
the minds of any, were dismissed 
as unattainable in a sparsely set- 
tled agricultural state. 

The multitude of proposals pre- 
sented to the Constitutional Con- 
vention for liberalizing these re- 
strictions indicates that a very sub- 
stantial part of the population is 
demanding governmental services 
which can be acquired only through 
spending more money than has 
been available. The growth of this 
demand is evident notwithstanding 
heavy increase in Federal] taxes 
and additional state taxes on in- 
comes and retail sales, which have 
come into existence in the last 25 
years. 

When convention delegates reas- 
semble after the holidays, Chair- 
man Ethan A. H. Shepley of the 
Committee on Taxation and Chair- 
man Franc L. McCleur of the Com- 
mittee on State Finance probably 
will have ready for committee 
consideration concrete compila- 
tions of taxation and financial pro- 
posals which they believe meet the 
view of a majority of committee 
members. 

They have been holding public 
hearings for nearly three months 
and have had many informal con- 
ferences. They have solicited the 
written view of committee mem- 
bers on all the problems and taken 
the job home for work during the 
holidays. 

Doubtless many additional con- 
ferences will be necessary, pos- 
sibly additional public hearings, 
before final drafts of the reports 
are prepared for submission to the 
convention. Taxation is the most 
complicated problem before the 
delegates, and there are probably 
more divergent views than on any 
other subject. The question of re- 
tention of the nonpartisan court 
plan and the writing of a Judici- 
ary article, and the question of 
substituting a cabinet form of 
government for the present long- 
ballot election system present 
their difficulties, but, boiled down, 
there are only two sides to each 
of these. 

However, on taxation there are 

differences on scores of details, 
‘ which interlock, each detail affect- 
ing some other, and it will mean 
deep study, long hours of work 
and much give and take before 
the solution is reached. 

The Main issues. 

The main problems may be sum- 
marized: 

Shall the state abandon its long 
practice of closely limiting bonded 
debt and comparatively low tax 
rates? 

Shall the state abandon its 
policy of assessing all property at 
the same rates?” 

If so, how far shall it go in per- 
mitting increased indebtedness, 
and how far shall it go in reform- 
ing the tax structure? 

Probably the most revolutionary 
proposal on debt ‘imitation was 
presented by Dr. William L. Brad- 
shaw, professor of political science 
at the University of Missouri, @ 
delegate-at-large to the convention. 

Bradshaw's proposal would per- 
mit vastly greater latitude to mu- 
nicipalities in issuing bonds and 
would make possible municipal 
improvements now far beyond the 
reach of cities and towns in the 
state. (It also deals with county 
indebtedness, which is not consid- 
ered in this article.) 

Under the present Constitution, 
a city of more than 75,000 popula- 
tion has a bonded debt limit of 10 
per cent of the assessed valuation 
of property within its limits. 
Cities of less than .75,000 have a 
debt limit of 5 per cent, except 
that those of less than 30,000 can 
issue bonds to an additional 10 
per cent, but solely to acquire util- 
ity plants. These additional bonds 
can be approved only by a two- 
thirds vote. 

In addition, cities of more than 
75,000 may issue revenue bonds, 
payable from the earnings of the 
utilties but not from _ property 
taxes, to a maximum amount of 20 
per cent of assessed valuation, by 
a four-sevenths vote. . 

Easier Proposal on Bonding. 

Bradshaw's proposal would also 
make issuance of bonds somewhat 
easier by providing for a four-sev- 
enths instead of a two-thirds vote. 
He proposes: 

Cities of 75,000 or more may issue 
bonds up to 10 per cent of the 
assessed valuation, and those of 
less than 75,000 up to 5 per cent. 

All cities and towns may issue 
bonds to an additional 5 per cent 
to acquire rights of way for sewers 
and public squares, streets and 
alleys. 

All cities and towns may issue 
bonds to an additional 10 per cent 
to create a revolving fund to con- 
struct sewers and to construct and 
pave streets. This is on condition 
that 60 per cent of the cost shall 
be assessed as benefits against 
property, the benefit p&yments to 


; 


reimburse the city for a part of 
its expenditures. 

All cities and towns may issue 
bonds to an additional 10 per cent 
to acquire public -utilities, (Brad- 
shaw’s proposal does not go into 
the subject of the issuance. of rev- 
enue bonds.) 


Proposal’s Effect on St. Louis. 


Illustrating practical effects of 
the proposal: 

St. Louis under its present as- 
sessed valuation of $1,158,967,015 
and under the present Constitu- 
tion can issue $115,896,701 of direct 
obligation bonds. 


Under Bradshaw’s proposal it 
could issue such bonds to a total 
of $405,638,453— more than three 
times the present amount, This 
would include $115,896,701 under 
the general 10 per cent authority, 
$57,948,350 under the 5 per cent 
for acquiring rights of way for 
sewers and streets, $115,896,701 
under the 10 per cent provision for 
a streets and sewers revolving 
fund, and $115,896,701 under the 
10 per cent provision for utilities. 

Applicable to smaller cities, Jef- 
ferson City, for instance, could 
issue $4,580,000 in bonds, while its 
present limit is $2,290,000. 

An important feature of taxa- 
tion proposals is in those setting 
up a departure from the present 
requirement that all property be 
assessed on the same basis. The 
proposals either divide property 
into different classes or authorize 
the Legislature to do so. 

They are conditioned on the 
theory that taxes should be based 
on ability of property to pay, that 
nonincome real estate should be 
taxed at a lower rate than income 
producing real estate, and that in- 
tangiblé® personal property, money, 
notes and bonds should be taxed 
at a lower rate than other property. 
_ Several proposals set up classifi- 
cations, real estate and improve- 
ments, tangible personal property 
and intangible personal property, 
and give the Legislature authority 
to create subclasses and to fix a 
different tax rate for each, 


As to Intangible Property. 


These proposals, covering the 
range of this particular phase of 
the problem, would permit taxation 
of owner-occupied homes at a low- 
er rate than property producing 
income through rentals. They 
would meet the problem of taxing 
intangible personal property, 
which has proved a failure because 
owners of securities refuse to re- 
port them for taxation and thus 
be compelled to pay more in taxes 
in many instances than the return 
they derive, 


Only one proposal attempts to 
fix in the Constitution a definite 
rate for intangible personal prop- 
erty—Delegate John T. Opie, Kan- 
sas City, would limit it to four- 
tenths of 1 per cent of actual 
value of property. 


Several proposals would relieve 
demand deposits in banks from all 
taxation, the theory being that 
bank deposits produce no revenue 
to the owner and that to tax them 
operates to drive many millions of 
dollars from the State. Statements 
were made at a recent public hear- 
ing that last June 230 million dol- 
lars was withdrawn from St. Louis 
banks to conceal it from taxation. 
\ Other proposals provide for ex- 
emption of homesteads, one to ex- 
empt up to $2000 and another to 
permit the Legislature to fix ex- 
emptions and to differentiate be- 
tween city and farm homes. Dele- 
gate Everett’ Hullverson of St. 
Louis would abolish all taxation 
of personal property. 

Relief for Blighted Districts. 

Of particular interest to St. 
Louis, but likewise of interest to 
other cities, is Shepley’s proposal 
to halt growth of blighted districts 
by relieving improvements of 
property in such areas from taxa- 
tion for 20 years. A similar proposal 
affecting poorer areas of the state 
is by Delegate C. W. Burkhead of 
Houston, who would encourage re- 
forestation of cut-over Ozark lands 
and improvements on poorer farms 
by relieving improvements from 
taxation for 10 years. 

If all state tax increases specif- 
ically set out in proposals should 
be adopted, there could be an in- 
crease of nearly $2 on the $100 
valuation, exclusive of such in- 
creases as might be caused by ad- 
ditional bond issues, in some cities. 
Of course, not all will be adopted. 

The authority for increases spe- 
cifically set out in proposals in- 
cludes a 20 per cent increase in 
taxes for general municipal pur- 
poses, a new 20-cent tax for library 
purposes which could be voted by 
any county, city or school district 
(perhaps all three in same county), 
a new 10-cent tax for a state park 
fund, an increase of 15 cents in 
the county tax in certain counties, 
a 10-cent increase in the county 
rate in counties of more than 30 
million dollars’ valuation, an in- 
crease of 40 cents in the municipal 
rate of cities of from 10,000 to 30,- 
000 population, and an increase of 
75 centa in towns of less than 1000, 
and a new tax of 1 cent to create 
a state trust fund to erect memor- 
jals to famous citizens. | 

There are some proposals for 
decreases in taxes. Delegate Oliver 
D. Downe, Crawford County, would 
reduce the authorized special road 
district tax rate from 75 to 50 
cents. Proposals to exempt home- 
steads and to exempt all property 
of churches, charitable and educa- 
tional organizations, instead of 
present limited exemptions, would 
be reductions in those particular 
instances.

organization, and it all went to 
pieces in the general hesitation 


and confusion, and that is why|#@ 


we are fighting this war now. 
Apart from this flaw and one 
other, there was nothing much 
amiss with the League of Nations. 
It was a well-thought-out scheme, 


and for the first 10 years of the} 


League it’ was a surprising suc- 
cess. Until aggression and the 
question of power turned up, the 
League of Nations functioned very 
well indeed. It looked after mat- 
ters of social welfare, health, labor 
and other social activities of man- 
kind in a way which could not 
be bettered, and from that point 
of view the Leagye system re- 
mains, on the whole, a good and 
proper one to continue. 

The other flaw in the League 
organization was the fact that we 
did not pay sufficient attention, 
or, indeed, any particular atten- 
tion, to the economic question. The 
Covenant much too exclusively fol- 
lowed‘ political lines; we looked too 
much to political solutions. We 
have learned our lesson there, too. 
Just as we have learned that 
powtr is fundamental in the inter- 
national order, so we have learned 
that unless the new organization 
which we are going to erect after 
this war attends efficiently and 
well to the economic conditions 
among mankind, we shall again 
get into the troubles which ruined 
world recovery after the last war. 

Postwar Europe. 

I now come to much more ex- 
plosive things, for which I hope 
you will not hold me responsible 
hereafter. I am suggesting some 
new lines of thought. 

We have moved into a strange 
world, a world such as has not 
been seen for hundreds of years, 
perhaps not for 1000 years. The old 
Europe has gone. The map is be- 
ing rolled up and.a new map is 
unrolling before us. We shall have 
to do a great deal of scrapping of 
old points of view before we find 
our way through that new conti- 
nent. 

Just look, for a moment, at what 
will be the state of affairs at the 
end of this war in Europe. Three 
of the five great powers will have 
disappeared. We have never seen 
such a situation in the modern 
history of this continent. France 
has gone, and if ever she returns 
it will be a hard and a long upward 
pull for her to emerge again. A 
nation that has once been over- 
taken by a catastrophe such as she 
has suffered, reaching to the foun- 
dations of her nationhood, will not 
easily resume her old place again. 
We may talk about her as a great 
power, but talking will not help 
her much. France has gone and 
will be gone, in our day and per- 
haps for many a day. 

Italy has completely disappeared 
and may never be a great power 
again. Germany will disappear, 
perhaps never to emerge again in 
the old form, The Germans are a 
great people with great qualities, 
but after the smash that will fol- 
low this war Germany will be writ- 
ten off the slate in Europe for 
long, long years, and after that a 
new world may have arisen. 

New Colossus of Europe. 

We are, therefore, left with Great 
Britain and with Russia. Russia is 
the new colossus in Europe, the 
new colossus that bestrides this 
continent. When we consider all 
that has happened to Russia with- 
in the last 25 years, and we see 
Russia’s inexplicable rise, we can 
only call it one of the great phe- 
nomena in history. There is no 
parallel in history, but it has come 
about. 

What the aftereffects of that 
will be, nobody can say. We can 
but recognize that this is a new 
fact to reckon with, and we must 
reckon with it coldly and objec- 
tively. With the others down and 
out and herself the mistress of the 
continent, her power will not only 
be great on that account, but it 
will be still greater because the 
Japanese Empire will also have 
gone the way of all flesh. There- 
fore, any check or balance that 
might have arisen in the East will 
have disappeared. You will have 
Russia in a position which no 
country has ever occupied in the 
history of Europe. 

Then you will have Great Brit- 
ain, with a glory and an honor 
and a prestige such as perhaps no 
nation has ever enjoyed in history, 
recognized as possessing a great- 
ness of soul that has entered into 
the very substance of world -his- 
tory. But from a material economic 
point of view she will be a poor 
country. She has put in her all. 
This country has held nothing 
back; there is nothing left in the 
till. She has put her body and soul 
and everything into it to win the 
battle of mankind. She will have 
won it, but she will come out of 
it poor in substance, 

The British Empire and the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth remain as one 
of the greatest things of history, 
and nothing can touch that fact. 
But you must remember that the 
Empire and the Commonwealth 
are mostly extra-European. Those 
are the overflows of this great 
British system to other continents. 

The purely European position of 
Great Britain will be one of enor- 
mous prestige and respect, and will 
carry enormous weight, but she 
will be poor. 

Then, outside Europe, you have 
the United States, the other great 
world power. You will therefore 
have these three great powers; 
Russia, the colossus of Europe; 
Great Britain, with her feet in all 
continents but crippled materially 
here in Europe; and the’ United 
States of America, with enormous 
assets, with wealth and resources 
and potentialities of power beyond 
measure. The question is, how are 
you going to deal with that world 
situation? 

U. 8.-Britain Union Unlikely. 

Many people look to a union, or 
closer union, between the United 
States and Great Britain as the 
new path to be followed in the 
future. I myself am doubtful about 
that. I attach the greatest import- 
ance to Anglo-American collabora- 
tion for the future. To my mind, 
it is beyond all doubt one of the 
great hopes of mankind, But I 
do not think that as a political 
axis it will do. It would be a one- 
sided affair. If you were to pit 
the British Commonwealth plus the 
United States against the rest of

sided world. You would rouse 
other lions in the path; you would 
stir up international strife which 
might lead to still more colossal 
struggles for world power than we 
have seen in our day. I do not 
see human welfare, peace or se- 
curity along those lines. 

So we come back to where we 
started; namely, the trinity. We 
Shall not act wisely in looking to 
an Anglo-American union or axis 
as the solution for the future; we 
shall have to stick to the trinity 
that I have referred to. 

But I am troubled with this 
thought, and this is the explosive 
stuff. In that trinity you will have 
two partners of immense power 
and resources—Russia and Amer-’ 
ica—and you will have this island, 
the heart of the empire and of 
the commonwealth, weak in her 
European resources in comparison 
with the vast resources of the 
other two. An unequal partnership, 
I am afraid. 

The idea has repeatedly floated 
before my mind, and I am just 
mentioning it here as something to 
consider, whether Great Britain 
should not strengthen her Euro- 
pean position—apart from her po- 
sition as the center of this great 
empire and commonwealth outside 
Europe—by working closely _to- 
gether with those smaller democra- 
cies in Western Europe which are 
of our way of thinking, which are 
entirely with us in their outlook 
and their way of life and in all 
their ideals, and which, in many 
ways, are of the same political and 
spiritual substance as ourselves. 

Small States’ Dilemma. 

Should there not be closer union 
between us? Should we not cease, 
as Great Britain, to be an island? 
Should we not work intimately to- 
gether with these small democra- 
cies in Western Europe which, by 
themselves, may be lost as they are 
lost today and as they may be 
lost again? They have learned 
their lesson; they have been 
taught by the experience of this 
war that neutrality is obsolete, is 
dead. They have learned the les- 
son that, standing by themselves 
on the continent, dominated by one 
ne — great power, they are 
ost, 

Surely they must feel that their 
place is with this member of the 
trinity, their way of life is with 
Great Britain, their future Is with 
Great Britain and the next world- 
wide British system. We have 
evolved a system in the common- 
wealth which opens the door for 
developments of this kind. Today 
in the commonwealth we have a 
group of severeign states working 
together, living together in peace 
and in war, under a system that 
has stood the greatest strain to 
which any nations could be sub- 
jected, 

They are all sovereign states; 
they retain all the functions and 
symbols of sovereignty. Other 
neighboring nations, therefore, liv- 
ing the same way of life and with 
the same outlook, can with perfect 
safety say: “That is our group. 
Why are we not there with full 
retention and maintenance of our 
sovereign status? We choose that 
grand company for our future in 
this dangerous world.” 

It is naturally a question for 
the states of Western Europe to 
settle themselves. It is for them 
to say whether in the world as 
they have learned to know it, as 
history has proved it to be, it is 
safe for them to continue in the 
old paths of isolation and neutral- 
ity, or whether they should not 
help themselves by helping to 
create—out of closer union with 
Gréat Britain—a great European 
state, great not only in its world- 
wide ramifications, but great as a 
power on this continent and an 
equal partner with the other 
colossi in the leadership of the 
nations. 

I think this trinity will be the 
stabilizing factor, the wall of 
power behind which the freedoms 
and the democracies of the world 
can be built up again. It will be 
the protecting wall. But I should 
like to have that trinity a trinity 
of equals. 

I call this very explosive stuff, 
but we are living in an explosive 
world. We are living in a world 
where we are forced to a fun- 
damental revision of old concepts. 

The old world that we knew 
has gone, and it will not return. 
To my mind, it is a question 
whether those who think alike 
and feel alike, whose interests and 
whose safety rest on the same 
broad human political basis, should 
not be together in building up 
that splendid trinity to which we 
look forward for the future 
leadership.

This “rabble-rouser of the Right” 
dwelt fondly on his “program 
of patriotic evangelism.” He 
said he found it necessary to un- 
dertake “something that seems 


my organization strong people.” 

“All we want now is a seat at 
the council table, a voice in deter- 
mining the Republican presidential 
candidate. Barring a miracie, we 
are not going to run a third party 
ticket in 1944, Of course, if the 
realists in either party would give 
us a Wheeler or a Nye there Would 
be no America First Party. 


“We will probably have to ac- 
cept a compromise candidate in 
1944. We may have to take the 
lesser of two evils. If he goes in, 
the chances are he will be too tem- 
perate—he will fail to throw about 
10,000 persons in jail. But by 1948 
the incense of New Deal scandals 
will have arisen and public reac- 
tion set in. Then those of us who 
are nationalists will step in. We 
are squaring off for a big fight in 
1948. We will have a strong candi- 
date. There will be no compromise. 

“The form of isolationism in 
1947 will make the 1920 variety 
look like an international con- 


spiracy.” 
Anti-Semitism. 

Turning to the subject of anti- 
Semitism, Smith said, in an “anal- 
ysis” of the July race riots in De- 
troit, that “the average Negro is 
anti-Jewish.” Negroes, he argues, 
resented the practices of Jewish 
merchants and, “if we would lock 
the Red Communists and agitators 
in a concentration camp, outlaw 
about two-thirds of the motion pic- 
tures that are shown and turn to 
Christian statesmanship, the (race) 
problem would be about 95 per 
cent solved,” 

In commenting on the anti- 
Jewish demonstrations in Bos- 
ton, Smith says the Jews “use 
their journals as instruments and 
weapons with which to impugn the 
patriotism of men like Hamilton 
Fish, Burton K. Wheeler and Rob- 
ert R. Reynolds.” 

‘What has been taking place in 
Boston is just a pimple on the skin 
of our body politic. Similar out- 
breaks can be expected in every 
great center.” 

Smith says “the Communists and 
Jews” tried to stop a recent Amer- 
ica First meeting at Denver, ar- 
ranged by the Rev. Harvey Spring- 
er, pastor of a Baptist Church 
there, whose publication, “Western 
Voice,” is plugged by Smith. He 
declared that city councilmen, led 
by Councilman Harry Rosenthal, 
attempted to block the rally. The 
meeting was held “with great suc- 

Anti-Semitism is growing in this 
country, he observed. 

“Somehow, I can’t convince the 
Jews that I am their friend,” he 
said softly, “but I’ve given up try- 
ing to prove that I’m not anti- 
Semitic. 

Smoothly groomed in gray, with 
soft white shirt, black tie, and his 
slate gray eyes intent, Smith as 
much as admitted that his resound- 
ing slogans, such as “preservation 
of American sovereignty,” are only 
“rally cries.” A real platform will 
be presented when America First 
holds a convention, he said. 

“Kiss of Death” in New York. 

Smith boasted to the correspond- 
ent that during the November 
campaign in New York City he 
“gave the right wingers the kiss 
of death” and brought about the 
election of Republican candidates. 

“The American Labor party 
holds the balance of power there,” 
he explained with a chuckle, “so I 
indorsed the right wing element 
of that party. The Communists on 
the left wing published that 
Fascist Smith was with the right 
wing, so their left wing bunch 
won. Right away they indorsed 
the New Deal candidates and the 
Republicans won, That was my 
objective.” 

Smith regards himself as repre- 
sentative of a “persecuted mi- 
nority” threatened with “detention 
camps.” He said he was organizing 
the America First Party on the 
“cellular system” by appointing 
presidents of small groups and 
permitting each group to elect its 
secretary. There may be as many 
as 60 different “cells” in a single 
neighborhood, he added. 

“Then no one can sell you out,” 
,he explained. “It is the honey- 
comb principle; if a bullet is fired 
through it, the comb isn’t de 
stroyed—like a_ self-sealing gas 
tank 


He estimated he had formed 
120,000 “cells”, all but 30,000 of 
them in Ohio, Michigan and In- 
diana. He issues tickets to his 
meetings to assure “controlled 
crowds” as a protection against 
“troublemakers and super-pa- 
triots.” He has addressed as many 


as 20,000 at a time. He is not using 
the radio now, since “there ig no 


dangerous in order to attract to/p 


free speech on the air” between 
campaigns, ‘ 

“Shocker” on the Platform. 

Smith believes in the “shock 
technique” on the platform. 

His booming voice roars far’over 
the crowd, his long arm is thrust 
out like a piston rod as he jabs 
home his points. Sometimes his 
arms are raised as if in supplica- 
tion; he moves swiftly about the 
platform. On one occasion, talking 
for hours beneath a southern sun, 
he walked abruptly from the plat- 
form only to return 15 minutes 
later clad in a fresh suit of white 
linen. His spellbound audiences 
never have run out on him. 

“I don’t go much for all these 
dramatic stunts. I am_ credited 
with,” Smith said, “but I say thirmgs 
most people are afraid to say.” 


At some of his meetings, he dis- 
tributes cards with his name as 
the donor on one side and on the 
other a colored reproduction of the 
painting, “Christ in Gethsemane.” 


While “these fragile times” make 
him reluctant to name his backers, 
he said that he regarded as allies 
the followers of Father Coughlin, 
in order “to get the Catholic 
group”; and Evangelist Springer’s 
organization, “Defenders of 
Christ’s Cause,” which Smith fig- 
ures would bring in th. Baptist 
fundamentalist body. He also co- 
operates with the American Moth- 
ers, headed by Mrs. Beatrice M. 
Knowles of Detroit, and the Farm- 
ers’ Guild of Frankfort, Ind., which 
he said was formed as a right 
wing outfit when the Farmers’ 
Union indorsed Roosevelt in 1936. 
He said he has. still other groups 
which co-operate with him in his 
avowed appeals to the “grass rbdots 
people.” 

Some “prospects” are members 
of Townsend Clubs which Smith 
nearly took over before the elderly 
r. Francis Townsend grew 
alarmed and repudiated him in 
1936 after reading a press associa- 
tion dispatch — which Smith de- 
clares was erroneous—that Smith 
had formed a fascist organization 
to “seize the Government of the 
United States.” 

Family Financial Control. 


Financial affairs of the Smith 
enterprises, including the America 
First Party, “The Cross and the 
Flag,” and the Committee of One 
Million, are handled through a 
family corporation, “The ‘Federa- 
tion of Americanization of Michi- 
gan.” A mailing room occupies 
most of the twentieth floor of a 
bank building. The Smith payroll 
has included bodyguards and in- 
vestigators of unsavory character. 

Smith maintains an unregistered 
room at a leading hotel where he 
holds frequent conferences. He is 
persona grata at other hotels. As 
he strides through the lobbies, 
huge shoulders hunched, soft hat 
pulled low, he makes an arresting 
figure. 

His comely wife is his constant 
companion. She recently picketed 
the Detroit Athletic Club in pro- 
test against the appearance there 
of Clarence K. Streit, the “Union 
Now” advocate. She was accom- 
panied by their son, now in the 


Army, for whom a service flag 
hangs in the window of the Smith 
home. 

One thing is sure: Smith is not 
at all abashed at any of his public- 
ly declared beliefs. 

“They call me a Fascist,” he 
told the correspondent, “but the 
real Fascists are the New Deal 
bureaucrats who want to make 
peace gradually—and hang onto 
their war powers. 

“T see chaos approaching.” 

This last is his clarion call. It 
has been heard from coast to 
coast. 5 

Currently Smith is avoiding the 
limelight, but he is working. 

Is he on his way up or down? 
Smith thinks it must be one way 
or the other. 

“They either want to kill me or 
kiss me,” is the way he puts it.

500,000 Planes by 1950. 

Administrator Charles I. Stanton 
of the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, when asked for a forecast, 
said: “Within three years after 
the war, I expect to see 300,000 civil 
airplanes in the United States and 
500,000 in 1950.” 

He pointed out that some 3,500,- 
000 men would return from the air 
forces and that 50,000 to 100,000 
youths would be undergoing pilot 
training at the end of the war. 

Among other estimates of post- 
war air activity are those of the 
Air Traffic Control Division of 
the Office of Federal Airways, 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
in a study made as a basis for 
setting up airway traffic control 
facilities for 1950. 

It is planning to handle in 1950 
about 48 times as many aircraft 
movements as in 1940 and about 
five times as many as in 1943, when 
a large part of the traffic was mili- 
tary planes, Some 60 million point- 
to-point air traffic movements are 
expected in 1950. Total for 1940 
was about 1,250,000; 1943 (esti-

the first 10 months), 11 to 12 mil- 
lion. 

The forecast accepts for 1950 
the estimate of the National Re- 
sources Planning Board that be- 
tween 1950 and 1960 there will be 
10 million take-offs or landings 
by passenger and cargo planes 
combined, and SO million non- 
scheduled movements by a half- 
million private and military planes. 
A total of more than a billion ton- 
miles is forecast for passenger and 
cargo carriers.

About 89 per cent, or 227,566 of 
the total of 253,659 take-offs and 
landings at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
in 1940 were by local flyers who 
landed at the field after taking 
off there. Eliminating this 89 per 
cent, although no provision for 
handling them elsewhere has been 
made, there remain 26,093 move- 
ments of air carriers and other 
planes making point - to - point 
flights. Increased 48 times, and 
using the accepted formula taking 
into account peak seasons and peak 
hours of the day, Lambert-St. 
Louis Field would be called on to 
handle a maximum peak of 101 
movements an hour in 1950. 

However, 60 an hour is the maxi- 
mum number of movements possi« 
ble on a single runway for contact 
landings,’ that is, when low visi- 
bility does not conceal the field. 
For instrument landings, when this 
equipment becomes generally avail- 
able, the maximum is eight to 15 
an hour, 


Other Estimates Are Higher. 


It is to be remembered that the 
CAA considers its estimate con- 
servative, with a reasonable mar- 
gin of safety for its airway plan- 
ning, and that much higher 
guesses have been made by men 
close to the aviation industry. The 
year 1950, it is considered; will 
mark not a peal: but only a good 
beginning.

Postwar Ideas 


Of Building to 


Develop Slowly i 


Although much is being written 
in popular publications about 
“marvelous” developments in home 
construction to be expected after 
the war, magazines of the building 
and allied trades give a more 
realistic picture of what may be 
expected. 

It seems to be the consensus of 
those in real estate and building 
industries that persons who find it 
necessary to buy a home now need 
not be perturbed about predicted 
postwar “marvels.” 

Kenneth K. Stowell, editor of 
the Architectural Record, declares 
the functions of a postwar house 
will be the same as those of exist- 
ing houses—“to provide shelter, 
privacy, comfort and convenience.” 

Will Be Adaptable. 

Improvements over currently 
standard construction will “result 
from evolutionary progress and 
will not come overnight at the 
end of the war,” he asserts. 

Many improvements’ will be 
adaptable to existing buildings. 

New buildings will have varia- 
tion in design, according to the 
tastes of architect and buyer. They 
will be better insulated and some 
new materials will be used. 

The Medusa Portland Cement 
Co... however, addressing construc- 
tion men in the magazine “Amer- 
ican Builder,” declares flatly 
“there'll be no prefabricated base- 
ments.” 

The American Radiator and 
Standard Sanitary Corporation 
states “it is our opinion that post- 
war products will be 1942 models. 
Introduction of new products, new 
models and new designs will follow 
in orderly fashion after’ that 
period.” 

Better Heating Possible. 


Better heating, in many cases 
combined with air conditioning, 
nevertheless, will be among the 
earliest available improvements. 

Minneapolis - Honeywell engi- 
meers, for example, have found 
that by the simple expedient of 
installing by-pass ducts in air, 
water or steam lines and hooking 
regulators to them instead of di- 
rectly to the heating plant, more 
steady room temperatures can be 
maintained. 

Many items to better postwar 
living will not, necessarily, be parts 
of the buildings and may be ac- 
quired regardless of whether the 
buyer lives in a new or an old 
house. 

These include developments in 
the field of applied electronics, 
such as better refrigerators and 
other kitchen and household equip- 
ment.

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GENERAL GEORGE CATLETT MARSHALL. 


First Soldier of the United States Army 


ESPITE many reports that he would command the Allied invasion of 
[) Europe from the west, it is now generally believed that General 


George Catlett Marshall will remain at, his post as Chief of Staff of 
the United States Army and member of the combined Chiefs of Staff in 
Washington, a position he had filled so effectively that many feel he can- 
not be spared to limit himself to any one theater of war. But even with 
actual leadership of the invasion in the hands of another officer, there .is 
little doubt that the high ability of America’s ranking soldier as strategist 


and organizer will be an important factor in that difficult, gigantic and 
perhaps decisive blow against Germany. General Marshall, a native of 
Uniontown, Pennsylvania, will be 63 years old next Friday. He has been 
in the r Army more than 40 years, having been commissioned an 
infantry lieutenant not long after his graduation from Virginia Military 
Institute. Early in his career he won recognition as a brilliant military 
planner, and because of his work in France in 1917-18, for which he was

“the finest officer of the First World War.” Appointed Chief of Staff in 
1939, he had the job of converting this country’s peacetime army of 174.-

war operations. General Marshall became a four-star general when 
appointed Chief of Staff. Mrs. Marshall, the former Mrs. Katherine

N APRIL 8, 1940, the long 
and bitter fight to eliminate 
dense palls of smoke which 

periodically blacked out St. Louis 
during the heating Season was cul- 
minated witn the passage of the 
smoke elimination ordinance. And 
St. Louis washed its face and 
neck and discovered that the sun 
frequently shone during the winter 
months. This year, however, with 
increased industrial heating and 
with the difficulty of getting re- 
placements for heating systems 


because of war-imposed shortages, 
smoke palls are again on the 
increase. : 

Since the start of the heating sea- 
son, October 1, there have been 
more than 100 per cent more mod- 
erate palls this year than there 
were last—30 as compared with 13 
in 1942. For this same period, there 
have been five heavy palls this 
year as against only two last year. 
This, according to James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Elimination Committee, is not an 


alarming increase when compared 
to the 2] heavy palls experienced 
in a similar period in 1939, the year 
before the smoke elimination law 
went into effect. 

The over-all picture, however, is 
that there has been more smoke 
over the city thus far this year than 
in any year since the beginning of 
operation under the smoke law. 
This year there have so far.been 
3S days on which smoke palls were 
observable. This includes both 
medium and thick palls from Oc-

From 
October 1 through December 31 
there were 26 days on which 
smoke was observable in 1940; 27 
in 1941; and only 15 last year. 
Ford attributes the increased 
numbers of smoke palls this year 
to three-shift firing of furnaces in 
East St. Louis industrial plants with 
the relaxing of the smoke ordi- 
nances in some county communi- 
ties as contributing factors. He 
adds that investigation of the 
causes of smoke palls has revealed 


that in almost every instance, the 
smoke is coming from East St. 
Louis. Robert M. Boyles, City 
Smoke Commissioner, attributes 
the increased number of palls to a 
combination of factors including 
difficulty of obtaining repair parts 
to insure proper stoker operation, 
increased fuel consumption be- 
cause of the war needs and the 
increase of population here. 

Three county municipalities, Fer- 
guson, Maplewood and Kirkwood, 
have revoked their smoke ordi- 


nances and Brentwood and Rich- 
mond Heights are issuing permits 
in case of need to allow persons 
to buy coal prohibited by the 
smoke ordinance. 

There have been reports that 
wartime fuel shortages would 
make it impossible for the city to 
maintain its unbroken front against 
smoke elimination. On December 
20, however, Mayor A. P. Kauf- 
mann said that the sacrifice of the 
smoke elimination ordinance of 
St. Louis would not be necessary.

Trained to split-secend efficiency was the crew of 
America’s new mystery battleship as she plowed toward the 
Solomons. The South Dakota was making naval history. Her 
superstructure bristled with armament. Scores of American- 
built 40 mm. anti-aircraft cannon swung skyward on twin 
and quadruple mounts.
